The  boyish  figure  is  very  popular 
now  so  we  have  decided  to  reduce,  therefore,  we 
will  have  no  more  supper  on  Sunday  night. 

This  money  was  passed  to  the  endowment  fund 
each  week  amounting  to  something  more  than 
one  thousand  dollars  in  all.

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RESOLUTIONS  MEMORIALIZING 
NORTHERN  BAPTIST  CONVENTION 
AGAINST  PROPOSED  UNION  WITH 
DISCIPLES  TO  BE  INTRODUCED  AT 
SOUTHERN  BAPTIST  CONVENTION 
Arthur  J.  Barton 

It  is  my  purpose  to  introduce  at  the  approach¬ 
ing  session  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
the  resolutions  which  are  given  below.  The  res¬ 
olutions  explain  themselves.  I  have  already  sub¬ 
mitted  them  to  a  large  number  of  brethren  and 
these  brethren,  almost  without  exception,  have 
given  them  hearty  approval  and  express  the  be¬ 
lief  that  they  are  altogether  timely  and  proper. 

I  hope  and  believe  that  they  will  receive  the 
hearty  and  unanimous  approval  of  the  Conven¬ 
tion. 

Resolutions 

Whereas,  It  is  a  matter  of  common  informa¬ 
tion  and  knowledge  that  there  is  now  pending 
before  the  Northern  Baptist  Convention  a  pro¬ 
posal  looking  to  the  union  of  Northern  Baptists 
with  the  Disciples,  or  the  Disciples  of  Christ, 
and 

Whereas,  Such  proposed  union,  if  effected, 
would  be  a  matter  of  grave  concern  to  all  of  our 
beloved  Baptist  people,  both  North  and  South, 
seriously  affecting  the  relation  of  our  two  great 
Baptist  bodies  and  the  fellowship  and  comity  of 
our  Baptist  churches;  therefore 

Resolved,  By  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
in  annual  session  assembled  in  the  City  of  New 
Orleans  on  this  .  day  of  May,  1930: 

1.  That  seven  brethren  to  be  named  by  the 
President  of  this  Convention  be  and  they  are 
hereby  appointed  fraternal  messengers  to-  the 
Northern  Baptist  Convention  to  assemble  in  the 
City  of  Cleveland  in  the  month  of  June,  1930; 

28.  That  these  brethren  be  and  they  are  hereby 
commissioned  to  present  to  the  Northern  Baptist 
Convention  for  its  serious  and  prayerful  consid¬ 
eration  the  following  memorial: 

Memorial  to  the  Northern  Baptist  Convention 
To  the  Northern  Baptist  Convention  when  as¬ 
sembled  in  the  City  of  Denver,  in  the  month 
of  June,  1930: 

Dear  Brethren: 

We,  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  send 
most  cordial  Christian  greetings  and  respectfully 
request  your  serious  and  prayerful  consideration 
of  the  following  statements  of  facts  and  views 
and  of  the  following  appeal: 

1.  We  felicitate  both  you  and  ourselves,  and 
we  give  humble  and  devoute  gratitude  to  God 
that,  through  all  the  years  of  separate  organiza¬ 
tion  for  their  work  of  missions,  education  and 
benevolence,  Northern  and  Southern  Baptists  have 
been  substantially  one  in  faith  and  practice;  that 
nothing  has  ever  come  seriously  to  disturb  our 
fellowship;  that  there  has  been  no  sharp  line  of 
cleavage  in  doctrine  or  polity;  that  there  has 
always  been  a  free  interchange  both  of  mini¬ 
ster  and  members;  that  we  do  not  have  Northern 
Baptist  churches  in  the  South  or  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist  churches  in  the  North;  in  a  word,  that  the 
Baptists  of  America  are  not  two  separate  de¬ 
nominations,  but  one  denomination,  one  Baptist 
brotherhood  and  fellowship. 

2.  We  can  not  but  express  our  desire  and 
hope,  which  we  believe  you  share,  that  nothing 
may  ever  come  in  the  actions  or  plans  of  work 
of  either  of  our  bodies  that  would  mar  or  change 
this  happy  state  of  affairs. 

3.  It  would  be  the  furthest  thing  from  our 
thought  and  purpose  to  address  you  or  to  ven¬ 
ture  our  opinions  in  any  matter  which  might  be 
entirely  of  your  own  concern.  But  we  feel  en¬ 
tirely  free,  indeed  we  feel  both  in  Christian  duty 
and  by  a  common  fellowship  bound  to  speak 
frankly  and  fraternally  about  a  matter  which 
we  hold  to  be  one  of  common  concern  both  to 
you  and  to  us  and  which  we  regard  as  of  grave 
importance. 

4.  It  is  a  matter  of  common  information  and 
knowledge  that  there  is  now  pending  before  your 
body  a  proposal  looking  to  the  union  of  Northern 
Baptists  with  .the  Disciples,  or  the  Disciples  of 
Christ,  a  Christian  denomination  which  had  its 


origin  in  a  departure  from  the  doctrinal  views 
and  practices  which  have  obtained  among  Bap¬ 
tists  thrc  ugh  all  their  history,  a  denomination, 
whose  interpretations  of  the  doctrines  of  grace 
and  salvation,  whose  views  as  to  the  ordinances, 
as  to  the  person  and  work  of  the  Holy  Spirit, 
and  as  to  other  vital  matters  of  New  Testament 
teaching,  have  been  through  all  the  years  of  its 
history  and  are  now  essentially  different  from 
the  interpretation  and  views  of  our  Baptist  peo¬ 
ple. 

5.  We  cheerfully  recognize  that  every  general 
Baptist  body  is  entirely  competent  and  free  to 
decide  for  itself  within  the  bounds  of  Baptist 
fellowship  who  shall  be  welcomed  into  its  co¬ 
operative  tasks.  But,  as  general  Baptist  bodies 
are  formed  to  cultivate  the  spirit  of  fellowship 
among  Baptist  churches  and  to  enable  Baptist  - 
churches  the  better  to  cooperate  in  promoting 
ths  Gospel  as  held  and  interpreted  by  them,  we 
can  not  conceive  that  others  than  Baptists  could 
reasonably  desire  to  enter  or  could  be  consist¬ 
ently  welcomed  into  cooperative  relations  with  a 
Baptist  Convention. 

6.  Our  understanding  is,  that  the  Baptist  de¬ 
nomination  consists  not  of  Baptist  conventions, 
but  of  Baptist  churches,  which,  in  turn,  consist 
of  individual  Baptists;  that  membership  in  the 
Baptist  denomination  comes  through  membership 
in  a  Baptist  church,  and  that  membership  in  a 
Baptist  church  is  purely  a  voluntary,  personal 
matter  in  which  the  individual  believer  takes  the 
initiative  and  which  is  consummated  by  the  free 
exercise  of  the  judgment  and  will  of  the  church 
to  which  application  is  made. 

7.  Our  view  is  that  a  Baptist  Convention, 
whether  local,  state  or  general,  is  only  the  ex¬ 
pression  of  the  common  bond  of  fellowship  among 
Baptist  churches  and  of  the  common  missionary 
purpose  and  impulse  of  these  churches;  that  p 
Baptist  convention  has  no  authority  in  or  over 
the  churches  cooperating  with  it  and  that  it  can 
not  speak  for  them  or  represent  them  in  any 
manner  or  matter  at  all,  except  as  they  volun¬ 
tarily  make  it  their  agency  for  combining  their 
efforts  and  strength  for  the  accomplishment  of 
the  common  tasks  committed  by  our  Lord  to  all 
of  the  churches;  that  a  Baptist  convention  is  not 
in  any  sense  ecclesiastical,  but  only  a  practical 
body  organized  for  missionary,  educational  and 
benevolent  purposes,  and  that  it  does  not  lie 
within  the  scope  or  prerogative  of  a  Baptist 
convention  to  speak  for  the  denomination  in  the 
matter  of  union  with  any  other  denomination, 
nor  to  invite  or  to  entertain  any  proposition  look¬ 
ing  to  the  union  of  the  Baptist  denomination  with 
any  other  denomination;  in  a  word,  that  Baptists 
can  not  be  made  wholesale  by  convention  decree 
or  action. 

8.  If  such  step  should  be  taken  as  is  contem¬ 
plated  by  the  proposal  pending  before  your  body, 
it  could  not  fail,  in  our  judgment,  to  bring  re¬ 
sults  of  the  most  serious  and  detrimental  kind, 
affecting  the  relations  of  our  two  great  bodies 
of  common  Baptist  faith  and  practice;  disturbing 
the  fellowship  and  comity  of  our  churches  and 
disturbing  and  disrupting  the  cooperative  rela¬ 
tion  of  many  of  our  Baptist  churches  to  the  gen¬ 
eral  bodies  themselves.  It  would,  in  our  judg¬ 
ment,  set  up  a  n6w  denomination  composed  not 
of  autonomous,  independent,  self-governing 
churches,  but  by  an  artificial  and  unwarranted 
merger  between  two  denominational  bodies  or 
conventions.  In  our  view  the  Baptist  denomina¬ 
tion  can  not  merge  with  another  denomination 
and  remain  Baptist;  even  a  Baptist  church  can 
not  merge  with  a  church  of  a  different  faith  and 
order  without  ceasing  to  be  a  Baptist  church. 

9.  In  view  of  these  matters,  and  others  that 
we  might  name,  all  of  them  regarded  by  us  as 
of  common  concern  both  to  you  and  to  us  and 
of  great  moment,  we  can  not  but  address  this 
communication  to  you  and  we  can  not  but  ex¬ 
press  the  earnest  hope  that,  after  serious  and 
prayerful  reflection,  you  will  dismiss  the  pro¬ 
posal  looking  to  your  union  with  the  Disciples, 
as  a  matter  not  lying  within  the  domain  of  a 
general  Baptist  body  and  as  one  that  would  be 
seriously  hurtful,  both  to  the  faith,  fellowship 


and  work  which  we  cherish  in  common  with  you. 

10.  Nothing  in  this  Memorial  is  to  be  inter¬ 
preted  as  expressing  a  lack  of  interest  in  or 
sympathy  for  the  view  that  all  of  our  Lord’s 
disciples  should  be  one  in  keeping  with  the  in¬ 
tercessory  prayer  of  our  Lord  recorded  in  the 
seventeenth  chapter  of  the  Gospel  by  John.  We 
lielieve  in  Christian  unity  and  strive  constantly 
to  cultivate  that  spirit.  We  hold  our  Christian 
brethren  of  other  communions  in  most  cordial 
Christian  affection  as  our  brethren  in  the  Lord. 
We  hope,  pray  and  strive  for  the  day  to  come 
when  our  Lord’s  prayer  shall  be  completely  ful¬ 
filled  and  when  all  of  His  professed  followers 
shall  not  only  have  a  unity  of  spirit  and  pur¬ 
pose,  but  shall  be  united  in  their  views  and  in¬ 
terpretations  of  all  the  teachings  of  the  New 
Testament  and  in  all  their  forms  of  organiza¬ 
tion  and  practice.  It  is  our  view  that  such 
Christian  union  can  come  only  by  a  recognition 
of  the  basic  principles  of  church  order  and  mis¬ 
sionary  operations  set  out  in  the  New  Testament; 
that  this  oneness  of  the  Lord’s  people  is  not  an 
arbitrary  thing  and  can  not  be  forced;  that  union 
dees  not  necessarily  bring  unity;  that  where 
unity  exists  union  will  follow  in  the  natural 
way;  that  until  this  New  Testament  ideal  shall 
be  realized  it  is  perfectly  right  and  proper  for 
those  holding  common  views  to  be  associated  to¬ 
gether  in  separate  denominational  organizations 
and  that  the  existence  of  the  different  denomina¬ 
tions  based  on  personal  conviction  of  the  truth 
is  not  a  reflection  upon,  but  a  vindication  of,  the 
Christian  character  of  the  Lord’s  people. 

11.  We  take  it  that  there  cotfld  be  no  need 
that  one  Baptist  body,  in  addressing  a  fraternal 
communication  to  another  Baptist  body,  should 
declare  its  spirit  and  purpose.  If,  in  the  present 
case,  such  need  should  be  thought  by  any  to 
exist,  we  assure  you  that  our  spirit  is  entirely 
fraternal  and  that  our  sole  purpose  is  the  pro¬ 
motion  of  the  faith,  fellowship  and  work  cher¬ 
ished  in  common  by  our  Baptist  people  every¬ 
where  throughout  the  world,  which,  we  firmly 
believe,  means  the  promotion  of  the  Gospel  in 
its  best  and  purest  interpretation,  and,  hence, 
the  best  possible  promotion  of  the  Kingdom  of 
our  Lord.

MR.  HENRY  FORD  AND  PRAYER 

Mr.  Henry  Ford  has  become  an  international 
character.  He  began  life  as  a  poor  man,  but 
today  his  wealth  is  said  to  be  close  to  a  billion 
dollars.  How  important  that  such  wealth  should 
be  used  for  the  best  interests  of  humanity. 

Everybody  knows  something  of  what  Mr.  Ford 
has  accomplished  in  the  automobile  line,  in  low¬ 
ering  prices,  and  thus  in  making  it  possible  for 
millions  of  persons  of  small  means  to  have  a 
machine  of  their  own;  in  raising  the  wages,  and 
lessening  the  working  hours  of  laboring  people. 

He  has  also  been  giving  his  attention  to  the 
airplane,  and  is  expending  millions  in  its  im¬ 
provement  and  its  manufacture,  employing  the 
best  experts  to  study,  and  plan,  and  experiment, 
and  the  best  men  and  machinery  to  manufacture. 
Just  what  he  will  be  able  to  accomplish  in  this 
very  important  line  of  work  we  cannot  say,  as 
the  airplane  is  yet  in  the  early  stages  of  its 
development.  Surely  it  is  not  an  accident  that 
Mr.  Ford,  and  Mr.  Edison  have  become  intimate 
friends. 

All  history  teaches  us  that  God  raises  up  and 
endows  men  to  fit  into  their  times,  and  to  do  a 
special  and  much  needed  work  in  their  genera¬ 
tion.  Many  cases  could  be  cited  in  proof  of  this 
statement,  and  it  does  seem  that  these  two  men 
have  been  raised  up  and  endowed  for  our  day, 
to  meet  certain  needs  of  this  generation. 

My  object  in  writing  this  article  is  to  call 
special  attention  to  Mr.  Ford’s  latest  undertak¬ 
ing,  and  to  suggest  that  God’s  people  everywhere 
may  pray  for  him,  that  he  may  be  divinely 
guided.  The  papers  tell  us  that  Mr.  Ford  has 
become  deeply  interested  in  schools  for  the  prop¬ 
er  training  of  the  youth  of  the  land,  that  they 
may  be  rightly  fitted  for  the  duties  of  daily  life.

Religious  liberty  is 
infringed  in  Mississippi  by  the  Constitution,  which 
prohibits  willing  property  to  religious  purposes. 

Mothers  Day,  May  11,  is  the  time  recommended 
by  our  State  Convention  for  special  offerings  in 
the  churches  for  the  Mississippi  Baptist  Orphan¬ 
age.  Now  is  the  time  to  show  our  concern  for 
these  wards  of  the  denomination. 

Dr.  John  F.  Latimer,  now  teaching  in  Taft 
School  in  Connecticut,  recently  visited  his  home 
folks  in  Clinton.  He  has  specialized  in  Greek 
throughout  his  college  and  university  work.  We 
wish  he  might  be  brought  back  to  our  part  of 
the  country. 

Already  the  Sunday  School  Board  has  made 
good  progress  in  arranging  for  th^  Southwide 
Conference  of  Baptist  Students,  to  be  held  in 
Atlanta  in  the  autumn.  This  is  an  event  of  only 
once  in  four  years.  It  is  said  that  Chief  Justice 
Charles  Evans  Hughes  of  the  United  States  Su¬ 
preme  Court  will  probably  be  one  of  the  speak¬ 
ers  on  the  program. 

Wise  Sayings  cf  “Uncle  Gideon”  is  a  new 
tract  by  Dr.  O.  E.  Bryan  of  Nashville.  Dr.  Bry¬ 
an  has  gleaned  these  passages  from  many  of  the 
writings  of  Dr.  J.  B.  Gambrell  and  published 
such  as  he  thinks  will  be  helpful  to  preachers, 
with  the  promise  that  others  may  be  published 
later,  which  will  be  of  interest  to  a  wider  circle 
of  rtaders. 

We  learn  from  one  of  our  exchanges  that  Dr. 
G.  C.  Savage  of  Nashville  died  recently.  He 
was  a  truly  great  Christian,  earnest  student, 
eminent  specialist  in  treatment  of  the  eye  and 
vigorous  writer.  He  published  a  volume  a  few 
years  ago  on  the  Jewish  calendar,  and  has  had 
a  recent  series  of  articles  runninng  in  The  Bap¬ 
tist  and  Reflector  on  the  last  days  of  Jesus.  He 
and  his  equally  well  known  brother  Of  Union 
University  are  natives  of  Mississippi. 

W.  B.  Feagins,  pastor  at  Baxley,  Ga.,  proposes 
that  500  preachers  remain  at  home  during  the 
meeting  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  in 
New  Orleans,  and  each  one  give  the  $100.00  thus 
saved  to  the  emergency  campaign  of  the  Baptist 
Bible  Institute.  If  every  Baptist  in  the  South 
who  does  not  go  to  the  Convention  should  give 
one  dollar  extra,  it  would  pay  all  the  debts  on 
the  foreign  and  home  boards  and  on  the  Institute. 
But  this  announcement  unfortunately  will  not 
reach  them. 

You  will  read  in  this  issue  another  article  by 
brother  J.  W.  Lee  on  College  Finances.  The 
editor  shares  the  concern  of  brother  Lee  about 
our  financial  condition.  Our  only  contention  is 
that  we  are  not  in  worse  but  in  better  condition 
than  a  year  ago  or  two  years  ago,  and  we  see 
no  need  of  getting  panicky,  and  no  good  to  come 
of  it.  Brother  Lee  does  not  make  any  suggestion 
about  what  we  are  to  do.  He  probably  has  some¬ 
thing  in  mind,  but  it  hasn’t  come  out  yet.  But 
please  don’t  frighten  us  into  committing  suicide. 

Last  week  Dr.  J.  S.  Riser  and  his  helpers  in 
Durant  conducted  a  Mission  School  in  the  church. 
There  were  five  classes  each  evening  and  an 
inspirational  talk  at  the  conclusion  of  the  class 
work.  The  editor  filled  the  speaking  engagement 
on  Tuesday  night,  and  was  met  by  a  responsive 
congregation,  which  was  not  so  large  as  it  prob¬ 
ably  would  have  been  but  for  the  celebration  in 
town  that  night  of  the  introduction  of  natural 
gas.  The  town  is  alive,  and  the  church  is  not 
.  behind.  A  new  church  building  is  already  agreed 
upon  to  cost  $40,000  and  voluntary  subscriptions 
are  coming  in  well. 


The  new  President  of  Judson  College  in  Ala¬ 
bama  will  have  a  page  in  the  Alabama  Baptist, 
for  which  he  pays  the  actual  cost,  to  be  used  in 
the  interest  of  the  college  and  of  Christian  Edu¬ 
cation. 

Me  wish  to  make  April  a  “Banner  Month”  for 
the  single  subscriptions  in  renewals  and  also  for 
the  Quarterly  Payments  for  the  churches  on  the 
budget  plan.  Please  help  us  as  individuals  and 
as  Church  Treasurers  by  remitting  promptly. 
The  books  will  close  the  last  day  of  April  and 
we  hope  to  make  a  good  report  to  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  which  meets  in  New  Orleans, 
I.a.,  on  May  14,  1930.  Please  keep  this  date  in 
mind  and  send  us  your  check  as  early  in  the 
month  as  possible.  The  spirit  of  co-operation 
and  helpfulness  was  fine  in  March.  Let  us  do 
still  better  this  month.  Thanks! 

Clarke  County  Ministerial  Association  was  or¬ 
ganized  recently.  The  preachers  met  at  Quit- 
man.  Offictrs  elected  were  B.  C.  Land,  Chair¬ 
man;  C.  J.  Johnson,  Secretary,  and  N.  A.  Ed¬ 
monds,  E.  C.  Hendricks  and  A.  P.  Wells  as  Pro¬ 
gram  Committee.  They  will  meet  monthly,  Mon¬ 
day  following  the  fourth  Sunday.  The  pastors  of 
Jasper  County  have  been  asked  to  join  them, 
one  of  them,  W.  O.  Carter,  being  present  at  the 
last  meeting.  This  organization  is  for  fellowship 
and  Bible  study.  The  next  three  meetings  will 
be  given  to  consideration  of  evangelism,  in  prep¬ 
aration  for  the  summer  revival  meetings.  In  the 
autumn  the  preachers  will  take  up  systematic 
Bible  study. 

It  is  announced  that  Dr.  W.  E.  Farr  has  re¬ 
signed  at  Grenada,  where  he  has  been  pastor  of 
the  First  Church  for  nine  years.  In  this  time 
873  people  have  been  baptized  and  the  church 
has  grown  in  every  way.  A  three  story  educa¬ 
tional  annex  has  been  built,  and  the  church  build¬ 
ing  has  been  renovated  throughout.  Also  a  pas¬ 
tor’s  home  has  been  built.  Dr.  Farr  has  also 
be.  n  kept  busy  in  meetings  all  over  the  state, 
in  which  work  he  has  been  greatly  blessed.  He 
has  been  a  leader  in  many  civic  enterprises  in 
Gr  nada,  and  has  given  considerable  time  to  work 
for  Mississippi  College.  The  new'  hospital  build¬ 
ing  at  the  college  is  a  monument  to  his  faithful 
work.  He  has  accepted  the  call  to  Prentiss  for 
half  time  and  will  devote  a  good  part  of  his 
time  to  the  work  of  raising  money  and  paying 
off  the  indebtedness  of  the  Alumni  Building  at 
Mississippi  College,  which  is  now  said  to  be 
$105,000. 

The  late  William  Howard  Taft,  one  time  Presi¬ 
dent  and  Chief  Justice,  was  quoted  at  the  House 
Judiciary  Committee’s  prohibition  hearing  as  hav¬ 
ing  said  in  later  life  that  the  results  of  the  Eight¬ 
eenth  Amendment  had  been  “glorious,”  although 
he  had  at  first  despaired  of  its  success.  His 
vi  ws  were  presented  by  his  brother,  Horace  A. 
Taft,  head  of  Taft  School  for  Boys  in  Connecticut. 
In  a  letter  to  Professor  Fisher,  of  Yale,  under 
date  of  November  21,  1928,  the  former  President 
ays:  “Th:-  result  is  glorious  and  points  the  only 
way  that  we  have  to  work  out  the  problem  pre¬ 
sented.  The  solution  requires  a  great  deal  of 
time  and  patience.  The  habits  of  an  important 
section  <  f  a  congested  part  of  the  country  cannot 
be  changed  over  night  or  in  years.  The  reform 
and  the  adaptation  of  society  to  that  at  which  the 
amendment  aims  must  be  gradual.  The  tempta¬ 
tion  of  corruption  will  drag  it  out.  While  looking 
ahead  at  th  amendment  I  despaired  of  any  suc¬ 
cess.  I  really  think  that  it  is  possible,  if  we  keep 
at  it,  to  achieve  a  satisfactory  result.  The  per¬ 
sistence  with  which  the  people  maintain  a  Cong¬ 
ress  of  two-thirds  majority  in  both  houses  gives 
me  much  hop  ,  and  I  am  inclined  to  think  that 
this  will  wear  down  the  moderate  wets  to  a  con¬ 
sciousness  that  the  only  solution  is  pressure  in 
favor  of  enforcement.  I  see  that  the  wets  claim 
that  the  election  was  not  a  prohibition  victory. 
Well,  on:'  cannot  argue  with  that  view,  and  can 
only  let  those  who  believe  it  continue  to  believe 
it.”— Ex. 
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WHEN  IS  A  COLLEGE  CHRISTIAN? 

The  discussion  about  Christian  Education  goes 
on.  Brother  B.  W.  Walker  has  on  another  page 
of  the  Record  this  w.ek  an  article  with  the  title 
“More  About  Denominational  Education”.  Our 
reasons  for  publishing  articles  which  express 
opinions  at  variance  with  those  of  the  editor  are 
that  Baptists  believe  in  free  speech.  All  our 
institutions  including  the., Record  belong  to  all 
the  Baptists.  And  it  is  better  for  opinions  of 
this  sort  to  be  expressed  in  the  open  than  to  be 
circulated  in  private.  Fresh  air  and  sunshine 
are  good  for  everything  and  everybody.  Your 
milk  can  would  soon  smell  foul  if  it  were  kept 
closed.  All  subjects  are  helped  by  ventilation. 

Now  the  pith  and  point  of  brother  Walker’s 
article  hang  entirely  upon  the  question  of  what 
is  Christian  Education,  or  when  is  a  college 
Christian.  Brother  Walker  has  apparently  a 
brand  new  definition  of  Christian  Education.  His 
requirements,  if  we  understand  him,  would  mean 
that  the  curriculum,  the  course  of  study,  should 
exclude  everything  except  the  teaching  of  the 
Bible,  or  matters  directly  related  to  the  Bible. 
In  other  words,  only  a  theological  school  is  a 
Christian  school.  And  he  objects  therefore  to 
the  statement  from  Mississippi  College  that  it  is 
“not  a  theological  school”. 

Mississippi  Baptists  have  never  designed  that 
Mississippi  College  should  be  a  theological  sem¬ 
inary.  But  there  is  more  Bible  study  and  re¬ 
ligious  instruction  in  the  college  today  than  ever 
before.  We  have  been  closely  associated  with 
the  college  for  thirty  years,  though  not  officially 
connected  with  it.  Thirty  years  ago  there  was 
no  Bible  study  in  the  college,  no  department  of 
Christianity,  no  classes  in  any  courses  for  train¬ 
ing  Christian  workers  or  acquainting  them  with 
denominational  work.  That  44  out  of  531  semes¬ 
ter  hours  are  now  offered  in  Christianity,  ac¬ 
cording  to  brother  Walker’s  statement  is  a  de¬ 
cided  advance  in  this  line. 

Brother  Walker  objects  to  the  statement  from 
the  college  that  its  purpose  is  to  “make  men”. 
Well  the  Lord  has  been  in  that  business  of  mak¬ 
ing  men  for  6,000  years  and  we  do  well  if  we 
try  to  contribute  what  we  can  to  that  end.  Back 
yonder  in  Genesis  He  is  reported  to  have  said, 
“Let  us  make  man”.  It  would  be  hard  to  name 
a  better  business  than  that  of  making  men.  If 
we  confine  our  Christian  activities  to  teaching 
the  Bible  we  will  have  to  do  away  with  our 
orphanage  and  hospitals  and  care  for  old  preach¬ 
ers.  Every  pastor  visits  the  sick  and  is  supposed 
to  be  interested  in  the  bodily  and  mental  welfare 
of  his  people  as  well  as  in  the  salvation  of  their 
souls.  He  is  failing  in  his  Christian  duty  and 
mission  if  he  neglects  these  things.  You  will 
never  find  in  the  Bible  that  Jesus  came  to  save 
souls,  but  he  did  come  to  save  men.  And  that 
means  soul  and  mind  and  body. 

The  question  of  where  to  put  the  emphasis  is 
a  proper  subject  of  discussion.  How  much  time 
shall  be  given  to  this  or  that  department  is  worth 
considering.  But  surely  a  college  is  not  to  be 
condemned  because  it  gives  its  time  to  the  whole 
man. 

That  some  colleges  have  defects  is  probably 
true.  Let  us  point  them  out  and  seek  to  correct 
them.  But  we  have  not  yet  seen  the  Baptist 
church  that  did  not  have  defects.  However,  we 
are  not  disposed  to  say  it  is  not  Christian  be¬ 
cause  it  is  imperfect.  There  are  weak  spots  in 
discipline.  We  are  in  thorough  sympathy  with 
the  desire  and  effort  to  correct  them.  But  taking 
the  general  conditions  of  Mississippi  College  over 
a  period  of  thirty  years  during  which  we  have 
been  in  fairly  close  touch  with  it,  we  yet  believe 
that  its  mission  has  been  wholesome,  and  its 
service  to  the  world  distinctly  Christian.  It  is 
right  to  point  out  any  weak  places,  but  it  is 
hardly  the  way  to  cure  a  child  of  croup  by  cut¬ 
ting  its  throat. 


THE  SEEKING  GOD 

The  difference  between  all  false  religions  and 
th  true  religion  begins  with  this:  In  the  true 
religion  we  have  God  seeking  men;  in  all  others 
you  see  men  seeking  G^d.  In  the  religion  of 
Jehovah,  the  religion  of  the  Old  and  New  Testa¬ 
ments  we  see  God  reaching  out  for  man.  In  all 
others  we  see  man  reaching  out  for  God. 

Theie  is  an  interesting  book  written  by  an 
Englishman  a  generation  ago,  with  the  title 
“S.ekers  After  God.”  It  is  a  proper  title  for  it 
is  an  account  of  the  religious  aspirations  of  sev¬ 
eral  great  men  among  races  which  had  no  direct, 
supernatural  relations  from  God.  Among  these 
were  Socrates,  Plato  and  manj^  other  great  phil¬ 
osophers  among  pagan  people.  They  represent 
the  b:st  that  man  has  attained  by  unaided  reason 
in  his  search  for  the  knowledge  of  and  contact 
with  God. 

But  in  the  religicn  erf  our  Bible  we  do  not 
find,  primarily,  men  seeking  after  God,  but  God 
seeking  men.  It  is  always  according  to  the  words 
of  Jesus:  “Ye  have  not  chosen  me,  but  I  have 
chosen  you.”  The  initiative  here  is  always  with 
God.  You  will  hear  a  good  deal  said  in  current 
r.ligious  discussion  about  the  Hebrews  capacity 
for  religion.  You  are  being  told  that  he  was 
mere  susceptible  to  religious  impression  and  in¬ 
struction  than  men  of  other  races,  and  that  this 
accounts  for  our  Bible  which,  according  to  this 
theory,  is  a  record  of  the  Jews’  religious  ex- 
perienc  s.  But  according  to  the  testimony  of  the 
Bible  which  was  written  by  Jews,  the  Hebrews 
were  a  pretty  stubborn  and  stiff-necked  race, 
and  the  Lord  had  a  hard  time  making  an  im¬ 
pression  on  the  best  cf  them. 

In  every  case  the  contact  between  God  and 
men,  according  to  the  Record  in  the  Bible,  began 
with  God.  God  spoke  to  Adam,  to  Noah,  to  Abra¬ 
ham,  Isaac,  Jacob,  to  Moses  and  all  the  prophets. 
In  every  case  it  was  God  who  was  seeking.  And 
it  is  God  who  is  calling  upon  men  to  seek  Him. 
All  the  prophets  voice  the  yearning  of  God  for 
men  to  return  to  Him. 

Two  New  Testament  passages  stand  out  in 
revealing  God  as  seeking  men.  Jesus  said  to 
the  Samaritan  woman,  “The  true  worshippers 
shall  worship  the  Father  in  Spirit  and  in  truth: 
for  such  doth  the  Father  seek  to  be  his  worship¬ 
pers.”  Here  God  is  shown  to  be  looking  for, 
searching  after  men  to  engage  in  real  worship. 
Too  much  of  our  worship  is  a  strained  effort  to 
r:ach  God,  when  it  should  be  the  response  of  our 
souls  and  minds  to  God’s  effort  to  ccme  into 
touch  and  fellowship  with  us.  There  can  be  no 
acceptable  worship  until  we  come  to  some  worthy 
apprehension  of  the  yearning  of  our  Father  for 
union  with  His  Children. 

The  other  scripture  contains  the  familiar  words 
of  Jesus  that  “the  Son  of  Man  came  to  seek  and 
to  save  that  which  was  lost.”  He  has  to  do  the 
seeking  before  anybody  can  be  saved.  The  Bible 
and  the  mission  of  Jesus  can  only  be  understood 
in  the  light  of  such  parables  as  the  lost  sheep 
and  th?  lost  coin.  The  attitude  of  God  is  revealed 
in  “God  so  loved  the  world  that  He  gave  His 
only  begotten  Son.”  The  conception  that  obtains 
in  many  quarters  today  that  the  way  to  God,  to 
know  him,  and  to  have  fellowship  with  him  is  by 
way  of  the  “scientific  method”  begins  in  delusion 
and  ends  in  darkness  and  despair.  That  is  the 
road  to  agnosticism.

DISCIPLINE  IN  COLLEGES 

This  subject  is  raised  in  another  article  found 
in  this  issue  of  the  Record,  and  we  do  not  wish 
to  dodge  it,  as  it  has  been  introduced  into  the 
discussion  of  our  educational  situation.  Indeed 
the  subject  of  discipline  is  a  matter  for  serious 
thinking  not  merely  in  the  colleges,  but  as  well 
in  the  homes  and  in  the  churches.  The  same 
weakness  s  that  are  seen  in  the  educational  field 
are  just  as  manifest  in  other  fields.  People  say, 
for  instance  that  our  colleges  have  gone * crazy 
about  athletics,  and  so  they  have.  But  the  folks 
outside  the  colleges  are  in  the  same  fix.  They 
say  that  colleges  have  let  religion  run  down  to 
a  low  ebb.  In  some  cases  it  is  true.  But  re¬ 


ligion  is  at  a  low  ebb  everywhere  else,  including 
most  of  the  churches. 

This  is  not  said  to  excuse  the  colleges,  but  to 
remind  us  that  these  problems  are  not  confined 
to  the  colleges.  Here  in  the  matter  of  discip¬ 
line  is  a  serious  problem  for  the  colleges,  and 
they  should  seriously  address  themselves  to  it. 
They  ar?  not  to  shy  at  it,  nor  to  excuse  them¬ 
selves  because  it  is  found  also  in  the  churches 
and  homes.  We  are  suffering  today  from  an  ex¬ 
cess  of  liberty.  We  have  liberty  run  mad.  We 
have  more  iiberty  than  we  have  sense  of  respon¬ 
sibility.  Unless  we  can  have  self  control,  then 
we  have  need  of  control  from  without.  In  the 
colleges  this  situation  is  made  more  acute  by 
the  fact  that  the  average  age  of  a  freshman  to¬ 
day  is  much  less  than  it  was  25  years  ago.  He 
is  too  far  advanced  to  be  a  boy  and  he  is  not 
sufficiently  developed  to  be  a  man.  Something 
similar  to  this  can  be  said  about  the  girl.  For 
these  reasons  a  junior  college  is  a  good  thing 
for  an  immature  youth,  where  the  methods  of 
discipline  are  better  adapted  to  his  age  and  to 
his  "previous  condition  of  servitude”. 

Discipline  in  colleges  is  sometimes  made  more 
difficult  by  the  attitude  of  parents.  They  do  not 
always  want  their  children  properly  restrained 
and  controlled.  A  college  president  told  us  re¬ 
cently  that  one  of  his  most  serious  difficulties 
in  controlling  girls  was  the  unsympathetic  atti¬ 
tude  of  parents,  particularly  mothers,  who  object 
to  the  usual  restraints  being  thrown  around 
their  daughters.  . 

Another  difficulty  in  th?  matter  of  discipline  in 
some  of  our  colleges,  is  that  the  presidents  in 
whc.se  hands  the  discipline  largely  lies  are  afraid 
to  discipline  boys  for  fear  of  losing  them  from 
school.  It  is  a  shortsighted  fear  of  losing 
money.  Frankly  we  have  no  sympathy  with  such 
an  attitude  for  it  is  wrong  in  principle  and  will 
be  finally  ruinous  in  results.  But  that  is  a  hin¬ 
drance  to  discipline.  In  the  same  class  is  the 
fear  of  influential  parents,  which  has  sometimes 
kept  boys  in  school  who  would  have  been  dis¬ 
missed. 

The  difficulties  of  discipline  in  the  family  and 
the  church  ought  to  make  us  take  this  question 
seriously  in  all  our  institutions.  This  writer 
does  not  know  any  sin  or  crime  which  one  may 
not  commit  and  still  remain  a  member  of  the 
church.  Ami  we  who  deplore  this  lack  of  dis¬ 
cipline  in  schools  would  do  well  to  begin  at  the 
home  and  in  the  church. 

But  these  things  are  not  said  to  condone  the 
misconduct  in  the  colleges.  In  some  cases  the 
situation  is  exceedingly  serious.  The  morale  of 
students  is  low,  and  there  is  great  confusion 
and  unrest.  In  some  cases  students  do  not  sup¬ 
port  the  administration.  In  others  where  there 
is  student  government,  the  administration  does 
not  support  the  honor  council,  in  whose  hands 
is  the  exercise  of  discipline.  Unless  these  things 
can  be  corrected  there  is  an  end  of  Christian 
education,  or  any  other  sort  of  worthwhile  edu¬ 
cation.  This  is  not  a  subject  for  academic  dis¬ 
cussion;  it  is  a  matter  for  honest  and  heroic 
action.

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A  LAYMAN'S  CRITICISM  OF  THE  MINISTER 

First.  His  conduct  in  the  church — Sermon — 
Prayer. 

Second.  In  his  association  with  his  fellow- 
men. 

Third.  In  his  conduct  of  his  business  affairs. 

In  the  first  division  of  this  critical  observation 
we  have  the  most  important  portion  of  the  min¬ 
ister’s  activities.  Within  the  church  let  his 
speech  be  such  as  to  inspire  reverence.  The  con¬ 
gregation  reflects  the  minister's  attitude  toward 
God  and  His  house.  Let  his  speech  be  natural, 
not  an  imitation  of  another  minister,  teacher  or 
politician.  Nothing  detracts  from  worship  like 
artificiality  and  useless  noise.  Let  his  delivery 
be  that  of  adoration,  not  declamation.  Let  his 
prayer  be  reverent  petition.  The  prayer  is  the 
mirror  of  the  minister’s  attitude  and  homage  or 
lack  of  homage.  I)o  not  lecture  God  in  your 
prayer. 

Let  the  minister  prepare  his  sermon  with  such 
diligence  that  it  may  teach  something  not  pre¬ 
viously  known;  otherwise  he  cannot  hold  my 
attention.  If  he  can  make  me  think,  he  will  not 
b?  considered  stupid.  If  he  can  lead  me  into 
wtrship  of  God  I  will  not  consider  him  stupid. 
However,  let  the  minister  know  that  the  sermon 
hour  is  not  a  time  for  advocating  the  opinion  of 
the  minister,  but  that  God’s  opinion  is  more  im¬ 
portant.  Let  him  know  that  the  least  possible 
attention  focuseii  on  his  peculiarity  of  diction, 
appearanc  “,  or  artificiality  will  mean  most  in  the 
devotion  of  the  congregation  to  worship. 

In  his  association  with  his  fellow-man  let  him 
show  by  his  everyday  actions  that  he  is  loyal  to 
them.  Let  him  do  thrughtful  deeds  that  the 
average  man  would  not  think  of.  In  this  way 
he  may  prove  that  he  is  an  asset  to  the  commu¬ 
nity,  not  a  parasite.  There  are  some  parasites. 
We  have  a  great  many  preachers,  not  enough 
ministers.  Let  him  visit  often  with  the  poor. 
Many  need  encouragement.  The  sick  need  com¬ 
fort,  the  rich  need  to  come  to  church.  Let  the 
minister  be  so  loyal  and  human  that  he  will  be 
the  man  I  can  unburden  and  divide  my  troubles 
with.  Let  him  be  my  partner,  not  a  distant  ac¬ 
quaintance. 

Lastly,  in  his  business  relations  let  him  pay 
his  debts  and  live  within  his  income.  Let  his 
dress  be  neat  and  similar  to  mine.  Let  me  sup¬ 
port  him  fully  in  order  that  he  will  not  have  to 
plead  for  discounts,  look  forward  to  special  show¬ 
ers  of  gifts  which  are  his  everyday  need.  Food 
and  shelter  are  his  rights.  Adequate  support  will 
prevent  heartaches.

MEMORIAL  TO  MISSISSIPPI  BAPTIST 
STATE  CONVENTION 

The  undersigned  were  appointed  a  committee 
by  a  mass  meeting  of  Baptists  in  Hinds  County 
held  in  the  First  Baptist  Church,  of  Jackson, 
April  21,  1930,  to  apprize  you  of  action  taken 
with  reference  to  the  Baptist  Orphanage.  In 
this  meeting*  were  on?  hundred  and  fifty  repre¬ 
sentatives  from  many  of  the  churches  in  the 
County.  The  following  motion  was  made  and 
passed : 

That  this  body  go  on  record  as  being  opposed 
to  the  removal  of  the  Baptist  Orphanage  from 
Jackson  to  Newton. 

This  committee  was  also  instructed  to  bring 
to  your  body  the  reasons  for  our  conviction  that 
the  Orphanage  should  not  be  moved.  They  arc 
as  follows: 

We  believe  that  it  is  both  in  the  interest  of 
economy  and  of  the  children  in  the  Home  that 
the  institution  remain  in  or  near  to  Jackson. 

1.  A  competent  contractor  has  been  carefully 
over  the  buildings  and  estimates  that  their  pres¬ 
ent  worth  of  the  Orphanage  is  $164,000.  That 
it  would  require  $225,000  to  construct  such 
buildings  today.  That  most  of  these  buildings 
are  suited  to  the  purposes  of  the  Orphanage, 
and  can  be  used  for  years  to  come,  with  proper 
carer  and  needed  repairs.  But  that  these  build¬ 
ings  would  be  useless  for  and  unsaleable  for  any 
ordinary  commercial  purpose.  All  of  these  val¬ 


ues  would  be  sacrificed  in  the  removal  of  the 
Orphanage  to  Newton. 

2.  The  value  of  the  land  on  which  the  Or¬ 
phanage  is  new  situated  is  estimated  at  $100,000. 
In  case  the  Orphanage  were  removed  to  Newton 
this  would  probably  construct  one  needed  build¬ 
ing.  leaving  the  Baptists  of  Mississippi  under  the 
necessity  of  raising  from  $100,000  to  $250,000 
for  other  necessary  building  and  equipment;  this 
because  the  present  buildings  of  Clarke  Ccllege 
at  Newton  are  inadequate  and  not  adapted  to  the 
use  of  the  two  hundred  and  thirty  orphan  chi  1- 
dr  n,  and  the  necessary  helpers. 

3.  The  present  arrangement  for  schooling  the 
oiphan  children  is  satisfactory  and  almost  ideal. 
The  buildings  are  already  provided  and  the  nine 
months  school  is  in  operation.  All  this  would 
have  to  he  provided  for  at  Newton. 

4.  As  th?  Orphanage  is  now  situated  the  chil¬ 
dren  are  in  easy  walking  distance  of  the  church 
and  can  attend  the  church  services  day  and  night 
without  inconvenience.  At  Newton  the  church 
is  more  than  a  mile  from  the  proposed  site,  anti 
it  would  1>  impracticable  for  the  children  to  at¬ 
tend  the  church  services  a  large  part  of  the 
time. 

5.  In  Jackson  the  children  of  the  Orphanage 
have  access  to  and  free  use  of  all  the  facilities 
of  the  Mississippi  Baptist  Hospital,  and  are  con¬ 
stantly  in  nerd  cf  it.  Here  also  is  room  pro¬ 
vided  and  furnished  for  the  use  of  children,  and 
an  endowment  fund  for  thei  ruse.  These  things 
would  be  lost  by  such  a  move  as  proposed,  as 
there  ar.  no  adequate  hospital  facilities  at  New¬ 
ton  for  a  large  group  of  children. 

6.  The  people  of  Jackson  are  in  better  condition 
to  give  heal  support  to  an  institution  in  their 
midst  than  are  the  people  of  Newton.  We  insist 
that  local  support  is  necessary  to  the  welfare  of 
any  institution. 

7.  Jackson  is  strategically  located  in  the  in¬ 
terest  of  the  Orphanage.  It  furnishes  education¬ 
al  and  cultural  advantages.  It  is  the  center  of 
railroad  systems.  Baptists  over  the  State  find 
it  conveni:nt  here  to  visit  the  Orphanage,  and 
are  thus  interested  in  its  support. 

8.  If  it  is  said  ;hat  the  present  property  near 
Jackson  Is  tco  valuable  to  farm,  let  it  be  remem¬ 
bered  that  we  are  not  raising  cotton  and  corn 
on  it,  but  children  to  be  mm  and  women.  If  it 
is  considered  desirable  to  sell  a  part  of  th«  land, 
it  could  be  done,  and  already  an  offer  of  other 
land  three  or  four  miles  away  has  been  made 
fre?  of  cost  for  such  use  as  the  Orphanage 
needs. 

9.  We  plead  that  th:  interests  of  the  Orphan¬ 
age  be  not  sacrificed  to  satisfy  the  claims  of 
some  other  causr.  Signed  by  The  Committee. 
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A  NEW  TESTAMENT  VERSE 
By  James  E.  Dean 

“And  Bhilip  said.  If  thru  believest  with  all  thy 
heart  thou  maysst.  And  he  answered  and  said, 
I  believe  that  Jesus  Christ  is  the  Son  of  God.” 
(Acts  8:37.) 

There  are  those  who  seem  to  think  the  eunuch’s 
statement  of  faith  is  all-sufficient  for  church 
membership  and  for  salvation,  and  they  might 
reason  v.ry  plausibly  if  it  were  not  for  certain 
peculiar  features  of  this  verse.  It  does  not  ap- 
p  ar  in  the  American  revised  version  except  as 
a  footnote,  and  it  is  there  said  to  appear  in  whole 
or  in  part  in  “some  ancient  authorities.”  That 
is,  it  is  lacking  in  most  of  the  important  ancient 
manuscripts.  Let  us  see  just  what  are  the  facts. 

It  is  altogether  lacking  in  the  group  of  six 
manuscripts  which  Westcott  and  Hort  rank  as 
the  most  important.  This  group  of  six  includes 
th?  oldest  of  all,  the  Vatican  manuscript  of  the 
feurth  century,  the  Sinaitic  manuscript  of  the 
sam?  century,  and  the  Alexandrian  of  the  fifth. 
It  is  also  lacking  from  another  fifth  century 
manuscript,  one  of  the  sixth  century,  and  many 
other  important  manuscripts.  This  verse  ap¬ 
pears  first  in  the  eighth  century  in  a  manuscript 
now  in  the  University  of  Basel  and  hence  called 
Codex  Basiliensis.  All  these  older  manuscripts 
mentkfned  above  knew  nothing  of  it.  Neither  is 
this  verse  present  in  the  Peshitto  (Syriac)  or  the 


Ethiopic,  both  of  them  very  ancient  versions. 

How  did  such  a  statement  get  in  if  not  there 
originally?  Of  course  no  one  knows  exactly, 
but  a  very  good  theory  has  been  built  up.  With¬ 
out  this  verse  there  is  no  explicit  statement  of 
th  eunuch’s  faith.  It  seems  altogether  probable 
that  at  an  early  date  just  such  a  confession  of 
faith  came  to.be  made  at  baptism.  Some  pious 
scribe  in  reading  his  Bible  saw  that  there  was 
n  >  such  statement  made  by  the  eunuch  and  so 
he  wrote  down  this  confession  in  the  margin  of 
his  Bibl  .  Years  later  when  some  scribe  copied 
th’s  Bible  he  saw  the  note  in  the  margin  and 
thought  it  was  a  part  of  the  original  copy  and 
so  he  put  th  se  words  in  the  text  of  his  new 
copy,  and  other  scribes  after  him  perpetuated 
the  passage.  The  passage  contains  no  erroneous 
doctrine  and  is  harmless  if  not  made  too  much 
of,  but  this  has  been  done.

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'i  he  editor  has  had  great  inspiration  in  reading 
the  new  volume  by  Dr.  R.  K.  Maiden  on  “The 
Faith  And  Th'1  Way”.  Dr.  Maiden  was  for  a 
third  of  a  century  one  of  the  editors  of  the  Word 
and  Way  of  Kansas  City,  and  still  writes  and 
preaches  with  vigor  and  true  unction.  This  hook 
appears  to  be  the  great  heart  message  of  one 
who  has  tested  the  Faith  and  walked  in  The 
Way.  The  book  is  naturally  divided  into  two 
part--  the  first  of  which  is  concerned  about  the 
doctrines  of  our  faith,  the  second  about  the  Chris¬ 
tian  life.  But  they  are  in  vital  union  as  the 
author  clearly  shows.  There  is  nothing  of  the 
dry  theological  method  in  presenting  the  doc- 
t lines.  Dr.  Maiden  sets  them  forth  with  blocd 
and  breath  in  them.  He  earnestly  advocates 
them  and  calls  upon  all  others  to  love  them  and 
contend  earnestly  for  them.  The  second  part  of 
the  book  calls  upon  men  to  live  the  truth  which 
we  preach.  It  is  the  sort  of  book  we  should  like 
to  see  read  in  all  cur  homes.  It  is  true  to  the 
old  Book  and  to  the  spirit  of  Christ.  The  dan¬ 
gerous  tr  nd  of  the  rationajistic  attitude  is  clear¬ 
ly  shown.  It  is  a  book  of  some  300  pages  and 
probably  sells  for  about  $1.50. 
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MORE  ABOUT  OUR  COLLEGE  FINANCES 

Our  good  editor  thinks  1  am  unnecessarily 
alarmed  over  the  finances  of  our  several  col¬ 
leges. 

I  would  sleep  better  if  I  was  convinced  that 
he  is  right. 

Since  he  invites  us  to  give  figures  here  they 

are: 

Mississippi  College  owes  after  deducting  a 
reasonable  valuation  of  the  Cresman  property 
$125,000.00. 

This  is  over  and  above  the  debt  of  the  Alumni 
Association  for  th?  Gymnasium. 

The  Woman’s  College  owes  $44,000.00  notwith¬ 
standing  the  fact  that  the  Board  of  Trustees  and 
the  President  recently  contributed  quite  a  num¬ 
ber  of  thousands  of  dcllars  to  cover  the  deficit 
in  operating  expsnses  of  the  present  session. 

Blue  Mountain  owes  more  than  $30,000.00. 

We  will  omit  the  Clarke  College  debt  of  $50,- 
000.00  since  there  is  a  probability  of  paying  this 
by  the  sale  of  the  property  to  the  Orphanage. 

But  just  to  think  of  the  awful  tragedy  of  hav¬ 
ing  to  sell  a  Baptist  Cc liege  in  a  territory  where 
Baptists  are  as  thick  as  in  any  part  of  the  world 
all  because  th?  Baptists  of  Mississippi  will  not 
contribute  enough  money  to  finance  it.  And  yet 
our  dear  good  editor  writes:  “Why  not  set  up 
an  Ebtnezer  and  go  on  to  further  victories". 

Can  we  claim  a  “victory”  (a)  when  we  have 
raised  in  a  debt  paying  campaign  less  than  half 
of  the  amount  actually  needed  and  (b)  when  it 
is  necessary  to  sell  a  College  for  debt? 

I  In  round  numbers  our  three  Colleges  owe 

$200,000.00. 

These  large  figures  do  not  include  the  $59,- 
000.00  which  is  the  direct  obligation  of  the  Edu¬ 
cation  Commission. 

Neither  do  they  include  what  the  Convention 
promised  the  Colleges  on  current  support,  nor  do 
they  include  any  bended  indebtedness  for  en¬ 
dowment. 

Now  where  can  we  hope  for  the  money  to 
come  from  to  pay  this  large  sum?  Certainly 
not  from  the  Cooperative  Program.  There  will 
not  be  enough  coming  to  Christian  Education 
from  the  Cooperative  Program  to  pay  maturing 
bonds  and  interest  this  year. 

Does  some  one  say  fhe  Colleges  can  pay  these 
debts  from  operating  profits?  Reply:  If  debts 
could  be  paid  by  profits,  in  operating  why  have 
they  not  been  paid  already  or  at  least  greatly 
reduced  ? 

Does  another  say  that  operating  expenses  can 
be  reduced  to  the  point  where  a  profit  can  be 
shown?  R:ply:  The  Education  Commission  has 
begged  all  along  that  this  be  done,  but  it  has  not 
been  done  and  why  can  we  hope  that  the  future 
will  differ  from  the  past? 

Besides  if  operating  expenses  are  reduced  be¬ 
low  a  certain  standard  the  membership  in  the 
Southern  Association  of  Colleges  will  be  forfeit¬ 
ed.  We  must  not  overlook  the  fact  that  if  mem¬ 
bership  in  the  Southern  Association  of  Colleges 
is  retained  we  must  spend  a  certain  amount  of 
monsy  in  operating  whether  absolutely  neces¬ 
sary  or  not.  This  is  a  price  we  have  to  pay  for 
operating  Standard  Colleges. 

Do  others  say  we  can  put  on  a  campaign  and 
pay  off  this  large  sum?  Reply:  This  has  been 
tried  and  it  did  not  succeed. 

The  failure  does  not  justify  the  hope  that  a 
second  campaign  will  be  more  successful  than 
the  first. 

Besides  there  are  at  least  two  objections  to 
campaigns. 

First:  Our  people  are  rebelling  at  them. 

Second:  They  hurt  the  Cooperative  Program 
and  what  hurts  the  Cooperative  Program  hurts 
every  cause  fostered  by  Southern  Baptists. 

It  sounds  nice  to  talk  about  what  200,000  white 
Baptists  can  do.  Certainly  they  can  do  much 
larger  things  than  they  are  now  doing  but  will 
they  do  it  is  th?  question? 

In  the  face  of  their  failure  to  pay  debts  when 
given  the  opportunity,  and  urged  to  do  so,  are  we 
justified  in  increasing  pur  debts? 

Our  good  editor  calls  attention  to  the  fact 
that  our  interest  account  grows  less  as  we  retire 


bonds.  He  has  evidently  overlooked  the  fact  that 
the  friends  of  Blue  Mountain  College  are  paying 
the  interest  on  the  last  issue  of  bonds  and  will 
continue  to  do  so  until  Mississippi  College  bonds 
are  all  retired. 

When  that  is  done  the  denomination  will  begin 
to  pay  the  annual  interest  now  being  paid  by 
the  friends  of  Blue  Mountain  College. 

So  in  reality  we  will  have  to  pay  as  much  in¬ 
ti  rest  after  Mississippi  College  bonds  are  re¬ 
tired  as  we  are  now  paying. 

Again  our  good  editor  seems  to  find  comfort 
in  the  fact  that  Baptists  of  other  states  owe 
more  than  Mississippi  Baptists  do.  I  confess  I 
can  not  share  his  comfort  in  this. 

So  far  as  I  know  their  campaigns  to  pay  debts 
on  their  Colleges  have  resulted  just  as  ours  did 
but  to  me  there  is  more  discouragement  than 
encouragement  in  their  failure.  Instead  of  its 
justifying  us  in  borrowing  more  money,  we 
should  profit  by  their  experience  and  keep  as 
near  out  of  debt  as  possible. 

Yes  I  confess  I  do  net  feel  good  over  our  Col¬ 
lege  finances. 

It  may  be  that  I  am  taking  the  situation  more 
to  heart  and  fe?Iing  more  anxiety  than  I  would 
if  I  were  not  a  member  of  the  Education  Com¬ 
mission. 

To  be  charged  in  the  smallest  degree  with  the 
responsibility  of  administering  the  financial  af¬ 
fairs  of  our  beloved  denomination,  in  any  ca¬ 
pacity,  fills  m.  with  anxiety  and  great  concern.

MORE  ABOUT  DENOMINATIONAL 
EDUCATION 

It  will  be  necessary  because  of  the  nature  of 
this  article  to  confine  the  remarks  to  one  of  our 
coll  ges  instead  of  discussing  our  educational 
work  in  general.  Because  I  mentioned  Missis¬ 
sippi  College  in  a  former  article  and  because  I 
ant  more  familiar  with  its  activities  I  shall  use 
it  as  an  illustration  in  this  article.  There  are 
some  questions  and  some  discussions  in  this  ar¬ 
ticle  that  I  believ?  will  be  helpful  for  us  to  think 
about. 

The  question  arises  in  my  mind  as  to  why  we 
eall  Mississippi  College  a  Christian  College?  Is 
it  because  it  is  largely  supported  by  the  Baptists 
of  Mississippi?  Surdy  we  cannot  call  it  Chris¬ 
tian  on  this  ground  any  mere  than  we  can  call 
a  boy  a  Christian  because  his  bills  are  paid  by 
Christian  parents.  Do  we  call  it  Christian  be¬ 
cause  of  the  subject  matter  taught?  Only  a 
glance  at  the  1928-29  Bulletin  will  forever  banish 
such  an  idea.  Mississippi  College  offers  a  total 
numh:r  of  531  semester  hours  of  work.  Of  this 
numb:r  44  semester  hours  are  offered  in  Chris¬ 
tianity  and  487  in  other  subjects.  In  other  words 
Mississippi  College  offers  more  than  eleven  times 
as  many  semester  hrurs  of  work  in  other  sub¬ 
jects  as  it  does  in  Christianity.  If  the  subject 
matter  taught  is  the  basis  for  our  naming  it 
“Christian”  we  ought  to  change  the  name  im¬ 
mediately.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  in  the 
departments  of  Biology,  English,  Latin  and  Mod- 
.  rn  Languages  more  semester  hours  of  work  are 
offered  than  in  Christianity.  We  could  more 
justly  name  it  for  either  of  the  above  depart¬ 
ments. 

If  we  look  at  the  requirements  for  graduation 
we  are  still  more  astounded.  On  page  46  of  the 
above  mentioned  Bulletin,  the  requirements  for 
a  B.A.  degree  are  given  as  126  semester  hours. 
On  pag  47  of  the  same  Bulletin  the  required 
number  of  semester  hours  in  Christianity  are  6. 
The  ratio  of  Christianity  requirements  to  the 
entire  graduation  requirements  is  1  to  21.  We 
see  no  possible  argument  here  for  calling  Missis¬ 
sippi  College  Christian. 

The  first  line  on  page  21  of  this  Bulletin  un¬ 
der  the  heading  cf  “Design”,  reads  as  follows: 
“This  is  not  a  theological  school,  though  a  great 
many  preachers  at  home  and  abroad  have  been 
educated  here”.  From  the  first  clause  of  this 
statement  we  would  be  both  fair  and  accurate 
in  deducing  that  it  is  not  the  prime  purpose  of 
Mississippi  College  to  teach  students  about  the 
nature  and  will  of  God.  About  the  middle  of  the 


same  page  we  find  the  real  purpose  of  the  college 
stated  as  follows:  “The  purpose  of  the  college 
is  to  make  men — intelligent  men,  strong  men, 
men  who  can  think  and  express  their  thoughts.” 
Would  we  be  unfair  to  state  the  prime  purpose 
of  Mississippi  College  is  to  train  the  mind  and 
bi dies  of  men?  It  seems  to  me  that  any  rea¬ 
sonable  person  should  be  in  favor  of  the  devel¬ 
opment  of  the  mind  and  body,  but  the  question 
that  1  am  raising  is,  is  it  correct  to  call  Missis¬ 
sippi  College  a  “Christian”  college  when  it  is 
neither  the  design  nor  purpose?  Any  man  who 
reads  carefully  page  21  of  this  Bulletin  will  be 
seriously  impressed  with  these  two  thoughts. 
First,  The  education  of  the  ministry  is  secondary 
to  the  other  work.  Second,  The  writer  of  .this 
page  was  apologizing  for  the  appearance  of 
Christianity  on  the  course  of  study.  Read  it  if 
you  doubt  what  I  say.  It  seems  to  me  that  when 
we  narrow  it  down  to  the  last  analysis,  that  we 
ar?  in  the  education  business  for  the  same  pur¬ 
pose  that  the  State  is. 

I  want  to  make  a  public  confession  and  retrac¬ 
tion.  Until  recently  I  had  labored  under  the 
impression,  that  at  least  in  design  and  purpose, 
Mississippi  College  was  a  Christian  college  and 
my  criticism  in  previous  articles  in  the  Record 
was  based  upon  this  assumption.  I  took  for 
granted  that  if  Mississippi  Baptists  were  sup¬ 
porting  it  that  surely  it  was  fer  Christ.  When  I 
mention :J  in  a  previous  article  that  hazing  was 
practiced  at  Mississippi  College  (I  have  a  signed 
statement  by  a  student  of  Mississippi  College,  to 
which  I  can  secure  an  affidavit,  that  he  has 
known  as  many  as  200  lashes  to  be  administered 
to  one  student  in  one  night)  I  was  objecting  to 
hazing  on  the  ground  that  Mississippi  College 
was  a  Christian  college  and  that  this  was  not 
the  spirit  of  Christ.  Now  since  I  have  learned 
that  the  purpose  of  the  college  is  to  train  the 
mind  and  muscles,  I  can  readily  see  how  200 
lashes  would  quicken  the  mental  operation  of  the 
consumer  and  exercise  the  muscles  of  the  dis¬ 
tributor. 

In  the  same  article  I  objected  to  the  lax  dis¬ 
cipline,  in  allowing  the  students  to  leave  the 
campus  at  will.  I  understand  that  the  sole  re¬ 
quirement  is  that  they  be  back  for  classes.  Again 
I  was  objecting,  because  I  believe  that  a  Christian 
should  have  a  certain  amount  of  discipline  for 
th  best  development.  I  was  jumping  back  a 
few  years  to  my  college  days  and  wondering 
what  I  might  have  done  under  the  conditions  as 
they  now  prevail.  Then  too,  I  have  many  good 
friends  in  the  student  body  and  I  was  concerned 
about  th  m.  Most  parents,  who  are  doing  their 
best  for  their  boys,  place  some  restraint  about 
their  wanderings  while  at  home  and  I  presumed 
that  the  college  would  carry  out  these  ideals.  I 
realiz?  now  that  I  was  WTong.  I  w’as  still  be¬ 
lieving  that  it  w’as  a  Christian  college.  I  see 
now  how  they  get  development  from  their  di¬ 
version  of  standing  on  the  corner  at  Clinton  and 
hailing  cars.  They  learn  to  “express  their 
thoughts"  to  the  driver  as  he  passes  and  then 
they  develop  into  “strong  men”  by  fhasing  him 
until  he  stops.  I  have  no  w’ord  of  censure  for 
any  student  at  Mississippi  College.  They  are 
doing  the  same  things  that  we  would  do  if  we 
were  in  their  places. 

I  do  not  believe  that  our  Denominational  Edu¬ 
cation  is  entirely  bad.  Many  good  things  could 
be  said  about  each  of  otkr  colleges.  I  do  seri¬ 
ously  question  the  wisdftm  of  Mississippi  Bap¬ 
tists  backing  with  the  Lord’s  money  an  institu¬ 
tion  that  has  as  its  purpose  and  design  that  of 
Mississippi  Colleg:.  It  is  hard  for  me  to  believe 
that  it  is  right  to  continue  to  increase  the  per¬ 
centage  to  education  and  reduce  the  percentage 
to  missions  when  the  purpose  of  the  two  are  so 
opp:site.  I  say  this  in  view  of  the  fact  that  each 
of  these  receives  its  support  from  money  that 
the  Baptists  of  Mississippi  give  for  the  carrying 
on  of  the  Lord's  work.  Now  if  those  w’ho  give 
through  the  Co-Operative  Program  care  to  have 
it  used  this  way  it  is  their  own  business.  But 
again  the  question  rises  in  my  mind  what  could 
Mississippi  Baptists  lose  if  the  purpose  of  Mis¬ 
sissippi  College  was  changed  to  read,  “The  pur- 
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pose  of  this  college  is  to  train  men  to  take  Christ 
as  their  standard  in  thought,  in  motive,  and  in 
deed”.  I  do  not  see  how  we  could  lose  by  chang¬ 
ing  the  purpose  to  read  in  this  manner.  I  do  see 
how  it  would  influence  the  entire  college  life. 
Whatever  Christ  did  had  as  its  underlying  mo¬ 
tive,  “That  the  Father  might  be  glorified  in  the 
Son”.  Surely  the  purpose  of  our  service  has  not 
changed. 

If  each  of  our  colleges  will  come  out  in  the 
Record  and  answer  each  of  the  discussions  men¬ 
tioned  below  in  the  affirmative  and  back  it  up 
with  visible  results  I  will  “put  up”  and  “shut 
up”. 

First,  The  members  of  our  Faculty  make  a 
concerted  move  to  lead  every  lost  student,  that 
attends  this  college,  to  Christ  and  also  talk  to 
those  personally  about  their  Christian  life  who 
are  indifferent. 

Second,  The  members  of  our  Faculty  visit  fre¬ 
quently  and  regularly  the  rooms  of  our  students 
both  for  the  purpose  of  inspection  and  to  pro¬ 
mote  a  wholesome  fellowship  between  the  student 
body  and  faculty. 

Third,  We  keep  in  intimate  contact  with  the 
student  life  and  do  our  best  to  remove  any  prac¬ 
tices  in  the  college  life  that  would  cause  us  to 
be  called  in  question  as  followers  of  Christ.  . 

Fourth,  We  play  fair  with  the  Baptists  of  Mis¬ 
sissippi,  and  the  Co-operative  Program  through 
which  we  receive  a  part  of  our  support,  by  plan¬ 
ning  such  public  and  class  programs  as  will  keep 
before  the  minds  both  of  the  faculty  and  student 
body  our  whole  mission  program. 

Fifth,  We  are  making  a  sincere  and  concerted 
movp  to  see  that  the  principles  of  Christ  per¬ 
meate  every  phase  of  our  college  activities. 

It  does  not  seem  to  me  that  these  are  unrea¬ 
sonable  requests.  Let  us  hope  that  each  will  be 
able  to  say  even  more  than  this.

to  our  universities  and  colleges,  but  now  it  seems 
that  he  is  planning  to  invest  a  hundred  million 
or  more  in  special  schools  for  the  training  of 
the  young,  which  he  means  to  establish  in  vari- 
our  parts  of  the  land.  As  in  the  past  so  in  the 
future  Mr.  Ford  will  act  independently,  and  he 
means  to  go  his  own  way  in  choosing  the  locali¬ 
ties  for  these  schools,  and  the  methods  by  which 
they  are  to  be  managed.  He  thinks  that  great 
mistakes  have  been  made  along  this  line,  and 
that  some  radical  changes  will  be  incorporated 
in  his  schools.  He  is  not  appealing  to  the  public 
for  advice,  or  even  for  approval  and  cooperation, 
but  evidently  he  means  to  study  carefully  the 
situation,  and  then  do  what  he  thinks  is  best. 
I  consider  this  a  very  important  moment  in  the 
life  and  work  of  Mr.  Ford,  and  he  greatly  needs 
Divine  guidance,  whether  he  realizes  it  or  not. 

By  prayer  we  can  reach  him  and  help  him  in 
shaping  his  plans,  and  in  doing  his  work.  Mr. 
Ford  is  a  very  unusual  man,  and  has  been  able 
to  do  unusual  and  very  useful  things  for  his 
generation.  But  I  consider  this  the  most  im¬ 
portant  matter  to  which  he  has  yet  turned  his 
attention.  It  may  be  that  God  has  given  him 
his  great  wealth  for  this  moment,  and  for  this 
special  work.  Of  course  God  is  deeply  concerned 
concerning  the  outcome.  Through  the  prayer  of 
faith  we  may  help  God  in  making  the  best  pos¬ 
sible  use  of  Mr.  Ford.  “The  effectual  fervent 
prayer  of  a  righteous  man  availeth  much”.  James 
V:16.  Such  a  prayer  is  a  mighty  power  in  the 
hands  of  God,  which  he  can  use  in  the  accom¬ 
plishment  of  his  purposes.  By  way  of  the  throne 
of  God  we  may  influence  Mr.  Ford  in  the  invest¬ 
ment  of  these  millions,  and  in  the  shaping  and 
the  management  of  these  schools.  Who  could 
have  dreamed  in  1830  that  in  1930  one  man 
would  dedicate  more  for  the  establishment  of 
training  school  for  the  young  than  the  combined 
wealth  of  the  universities  and  colleges  and  all 
the  schools  of  the  land  at  that  time!  Sorely 
God’s  hand  is  in  this  movement,  and  He  needs,

What  Should  la*  Included  in  a  Church  Budget 

(Continued  from  last  week) 

I.  THAT  EACH  INDIVIDUAL  SHOULD  NOT 
GIVE  HIS  TITHE  DIRECTLY  AND  PERSON¬ 
ALLY  TO  THE  VARIOUS  OBJECTS  OF  CHAR¬ 
ITY  AND  TO  THE  VARIOUS  INTERESTS  AND 
AGENTS  OF  THE  KINGDOM  IS  EVIDENT 
FROM  THE  FOLLOWING  FACTS: 

(1)  Such  a  Plan  Would  Minimize  the  Various 
Inte-rsts  and  Agents  of  the  Kingdom,  and  Exalt 
the  Individuals. 

(2)  Such  A  Plan  Would  In  No  Sense  Assure  the 
Various  Interests  and  Agents  of  the  Kingdom  of 
Adequate  Support. 

(”)  Such  a  Plan  Would  Result  in  the  Enlist- 
nv  nt  if  Only  a  Small  Per  Cent  of  the  Members 
in  the  Support  of  the  Kingdom. 

(4)  Such  a  Plan  is  Contrary  to  the  Principles 
of  Stewardship  and  Mould  Therefore  Make  it 
Practically  Impossible  for  the  Churches  to  Teach 
and  Train-up  a  Gfneration  of  Faithful  Stewards. 

(For  a  discussion  of  the  above,  see  last 
week’s  issue.) 

(5)  Such  a  Plan  Would  Destroy  the  Unity  of 
the  Kingdom  and  Cause  a  Large  Per  cent  of  the 
People  to  Lose  Sight  of  God’s  Kingdom  Program. 

If  each  individual  should  be  taught  to  divide 
his  tith  and  give  it  personally,  many  of  them 
would  be  led  to  think  of  certain  interests  and 
agents  of  the  Kingdom  in  the  light  of  their  par¬ 
ticular  importance  and  needs  instead  of  in  the 
light  of  their  relative  importance  and  needs.  In 
other  words,  they  would  be  led  to  think  of  the 
various  institutions,  boards,  interests  and  agents 
ef  the  Kingdom  as  so  many  unrelated  interests' 
and  agents  instead  of  being  led  to  think  of  God’s 
Kingdom  Program  as  a  unit.  Such  a  plan,  there¬ 
fore.  would  destroy  the  unity  of  the  Kingdom  an  1 
thus  cause  the  p:ople  to  lose  sight  of  God’s 
Kingdom  program. 

“To  preserve  the  unity  of  the  Kingdom  is  a 
very  essential  thing  in  church  finances,  for  on  il 
rests  denominational  unity,  cooperation  and 
Kingdom  activity.  Because  the  Kingdom  of  God 
is  one  realm  we  are  on;  citizenship  with  a  com¬ 
mon  Kingdom  administration.  The  churches  are 
nm  the  Kingdom,  but  they  are  Kingdom  ag  nts 
belonging  to  one  universal  administration.  This 
gives  to  them  one  common  task,  and  makes  it 
not  only  possible  but  obligatory  on  them  to  put 
on  a  c:mmon  or  cooperative  program. 

“In  church  finance  we  should  keep  ever  in 
mind  the  fact  that  while  there  are  many  Kingdom 
interests,  agencies,  institutions  and  operations, 
yet  all  of  these  are  only  parts  of  one  great  en¬ 
terprise.  The  New  Testament  is  very  clear  on 
this  point  (I  Cor.  12:4-6)  ....  We  finance  the 
Kingdom.  All  denominational  agencies,  interests, 
boards  and  institutions  taken  together  constitute 
one  Kingdom  enterprise.  Let  us  not  be  switched 
off  the  main  line  by  institutionalism,  on  the  one 
hand,  nor,  on  the  other,  have  our  financial 
program  broken  up  by  independent,  individual 
appeals.  We  must  maintain  the  one  living  appeal 
of  the  Kingdom.  Every  local  church  should  pro¬ 
vide  in  its  financial  program  for  the  support  of 
the  whole  Kingdom.  This  is  the  New  Testartient 
method.”  (J.  B.  Lawrence  in  Stewardship  Ap¬ 
plied  in  Church  Finance.) 

(6)  Such  a  Plan  is  Out  of  Harmony  With  the 
Bible  Plan  of  Financing  the  Kingdom. 

While  in  th;  land  of  Canaan  the  Israelites 
were  required  to  give  three  tithes.  The  first 
tithe  was  holy  unto  the  Lord.  They  were  re¬ 
quired  to  bring  all  of  it  to  the  house  of  Gcd 
where  it  was  dedicated  and  used  for  the  support

All  of  the 
s  cond  tithe  was  likewise  brought  to  the  house 
of  Goil  ami  was  eaten  hy  those  who  tithed  it 
together  with  their  families,  their  servants  ana 
the  I.evites  within  their  gates  (Deut.  12:6-14; 
14:24-26).  Th?  third  tithe  was  not  brought  to 
the  II  use  of  God,  but  all  of  it  was  given  direct¬ 
ly  and  personally  to  the  poor,  the  orphans,  the 
"  idows  and  the  Levites  within  their  gates 
(Deut.  14:28-29;  26:12-14).  The  Israelites  were 
not  permitted  to  give  any  part  of  their  first 
tithe  personally  to  anyone. 

There  are  several  references  to  individuals  who 
cave  alms,  gifts  and  free-will  offerings  to  people 

nd  to  special  objects  directly  and  personally,  but 
there  is  not,  s;  far  as  we  have  been  able  to  find, 
in  either  the  Old  or  the  New  Testament  a  single 
reference  to  an  individual  who  gave  any  part  of 
his  tith  p  rsonally  to  anyone  save  to  some  priest 
or  to  Jesus.  Therefore,  those  who  give  their 
tithe  directly  and  personally  to  the  various  ob¬ 
jects  of  charity  and  to  the  various  phases  of  the 
Master’s  work  do  that  for  which  they  do  not 
have  Scriptural  authority  either  hy  way  of  pre¬ 
cept  or  example. 

iTi  Such  a  Plan  Has  Been  Tried  and  Found 

Wanting. 

For  the  past  several  years  the  members  of  our 
churches  have  been  taught  to  tithe,  but,  with  few 
exceptions,  they  have  not  been  taught  to  bring 
t he- i i  tithe  into  the  churches  and  let  the  churches 
divide  it  and  use  it  for  the  progress  of  the  King¬ 
dom.  They  have,  on  the  contrary,  been  taught 
to  divide  their  tithe  and  give,  at  least  a  part  of 
it.  directly  and  personally  to  the  various  objects 
of  charity  and  to  the  various  interests  and  agents 
of  th;  Kingdom. 

As  a  result  of  such  teaching  a  large  per  cent 
of  the  members  today  realize  that  they  ought  to 
tithe,  but  v  nly  a  small  per  cent  of  them  are  will¬ 
ing  to  bring  all  of  their  tithe  into  the  churches 
ond  let  th  in  use  it  for  the  progress  of  the  King¬ 
dom. 

Most  of  those  who  give  a  tenth  of  their  in- 
cease  either  designate  it  or  give  it  directly  and 
personally  to  the  various  objects  in  which  they 
a*e  interested.  Many  of  them  count  as  a  part 
i  f  their  tithe  everything  they  give,  whether  it  be 
to  a  beggar,  to  charity,  to  the  Salvation  Army, 
*o  the  Anti-saloon  League  or  to  some  other  par- 
t  <ular  object  or  institution.  A  few  charge  to 
th'dr  tithe  account  all  they  pay  out  for  religious 
books,  papers  and  periodicals.  Some  send  their 
children  to  Christian  Colleges  and  charge  all  the 
expenses  to  their  tithe  account  and  claim  by  do¬ 
ing  -o  to  be  using  it  for  Christian  Education. 

B.  cause  of  such  practices  the  churches  are  un¬ 
able  to  meet  th?ir  obligations  and  consequently 
every  phase  of  the  Master's  work  at  home  and 
abroad  is  suffering.  Such  practices,  however, 
have  grown  out  of  the  plan  mentioned  above, 
nam.ly:  the  plan  which  leads  each  individual  to 
divide  his  tithe  and  give  it  personally  and  di¬ 
rectly  to  the  various  objects  of  charity  and  to 
the  various  interests  and  agents  of  the  Kingdom.

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Who’s  Who 


In  a  recent  edition  of  th?  Eupora 
Pt  ogress  there  appeared  an  article 
under  the  head,  “Who’s  Who  in 
Mathiston,”  well  written  by  Mrs.  J. 
E.  Booth,  about  one  of  the  good  men 
of  Mathiston,  Rev.  C.  H.  Dobbs.  It 
is  a  true  and  worthy  tribute  of  one 
of  i  ur  best  men  so  I  am  quoting 
from  the  article  for  this  department: 

“’Way  back  in  July  ’64,  during  the 
Civil  War,  Capt.  C.  M.  Dobbs,  of  Co. 
E.,  31st  Miss.,  was  wounded  in  bat¬ 
tle  at  Peachtree  Creek,  near  Atlanta, 
Ga.,  then  again  at  Nashville,  Tenn., 
in  Nov.,  finally  dying  at  Franklin, 
Tenn.,  leaving  a  widow,  five  chi  I- ‘ 
dren.  a  mustang  pony  and  a  small 
farm  near  Mt.  Pisgah,  on  Bywy  in 
Choctaw  County.  Charlie  was  next 
to  the  youngest  of  these  children. 

“Charlie  H.  Dobbs  was  born  Jan¬ 
uary  7,  1S60.  Growing  up  in  Re¬ 
construction  days  was  not  an  easy 
task  for  a  boy  with  a  widowed  moth¬ 
er.  He  had  to  help  make  a  living, 
for  folks  were  not  able  to  help  each 
other  very  much.  He  says  that  he 
can  remember  going  half  mile  to 
borrow  a  piece  of  fire  while  a  child. 
They  had  no  matches.  At  this  time 
there  were  no  roads  except  the 
Natchez  Trail,  over  which  some  of 
the  Northern  Army  marched,  but  not 
molesting  the  Bywy  settlement. 
Charlie  swam  Bywy  many  times  on 
horseback,  for  there  were  no  bridg¬ 
es. 

“He  hauled  cotton  40  miles  in  an 
ox  wagon  to  a  gin.  Of  course  there 
were  not  many  educational  advant¬ 
ages  to  be  had,  but  there  have  been 
some  v:ry  great  men  in  history  who 
were  self-educatdd.  He  got  what 
schooling  was  to  be  had  at  this  time 
and  studied  hard  at  home  so  that 
when  he  became  a  young  man  he 
taught  school  for  several  years  in 
different  places  in  Choctaw  County. 
Fifty  years  ago,  at  the  age  of  20, 
he  joined  Mt.  Pisgah  Baptist  Church 
and  was  baptized  by  Rev.  Joel  Wil¬ 
son.  In  1892  he  was  ordained  to 
preach,  serving  country  churches  for 
a  number  of  years  in  Choctaw’  Coun¬ 
ty,  finally  having  to  give  it  up  on 
account  cf  ill  health. 

In  1888  he  married  Miss  Mattie 


Mathis.  To  this  union  was  born  four 
children:  Dr.  Solon  Dobbs,  of  Cal¬ 
houn  City;  Dr.  Cary  Dobbs,  Science 
teacher,  Cleveland;  Mrs.  Marie 
Jones,  Asheville,  N.  C.,  and  Carroll¬ 
ton  Dobbs,  Birmingham.  His  wife 
having  died,  he  married  again  in 
1907  to  Mrs.  Annie  Ward.  Twice  in 
his  life  he  has  had  everything  de¬ 
stroyed  by  storms:  once  in  1884  on 
Bywy  and  again  in  Mathiston,  1906. 

On  the  first  day  cf  April,  1903, 
Bro.  C.  H.  Dobbs  introduced  the  R. 
F.  D.  Service  in  this  part  of  the 
State.  Bro.  Dobbs  lacked  three 
months  carrying  mail  on -route  one 
from  Mathiston,'  36  years.  He  is 
now  on  the  retired  list  R.  L.  C.’s, 
the  only  one  in  this  part  of  the 
State.  <- . - 

“Bro.  Dobbs  has  been  a  member 
and  leader  of  the  Baptist  church 
heie  since  19Q3.  He  is  another  one 
of  our  faithful  members  whose  pres¬ 
ence  is  very  sadly  missed  when  he 
is  away.  Something  is  felt  lacking 
if  Bro.  Dobbs  is  not  there.  He  taught 
the  men’s  Bible  class  for  26  years, 
and  is  now  assistant  superintendent. 
He  says  that  he  is  proud  of  the  pro- 
giam  of  church  w’ork  in  Mathiston. 
When  he  came  here  they  had  a  Sun¬ 
day  School,  but  nobody  seemingly 
w.nt,  and  only  drunkenness,  whiskey 
and  dancing  cculd  be  found.  Now 
we  have  a  new  church  building,  and 
one  of  the  liveliest  churches  in  the 
county.  VV’hen  we  became  a  Stan¬ 
dard  S.  S.  some  years  ago,  we  were 
one  of  the  ninete?n  of  the  State  at 
that  tim  .  Bro.  Dobbs  says  it  is  one 
of  the  most  marvelous  things  he  has 
ever  seen  and  is  prouder  to  be  con¬ 
nected  w’ith  Its  growth  than  any¬ 
thing  he  knows  of,  and  we  are  glad 
to  have  the  privilege  of  having  such 
a  consecrated  man  among  us  still, 
for  to  Bro.  Charlie  Dobbs,  Mathiston 
Baptist  Church  owes  more  than  any¬ 
one  else  for  her  growth.” 

I  was  this  good  man’s  pastor  for 
eight  years  and  I  know  that  he  de¬ 
serves  every  good  word  that  this 
good  lady  has  said  of  him  and  more. 
He  is  one  of  the  truest,  best  men  I 
have  known.  Blessings  and  many 
years  to  him  yet.

Jones’  proposition  to  raise  $8,000,- 
000.00  for  the  colleges  of  Missis¬ 
sippi.  There  are  more  than  5,000,- 
000  members  of  all  the  denomina¬ 
tions  in  the  State  that  are  mention- 
id  as  beneficiaries  of  this  fund,  and 
if  the  proper  preparation  and  effort 
are  made  it  can  be  raised.  With  the 
help  and  influence  of  such,  a  man 
as  Mr.  Jones  I  am  sure  the  money 
will  come.  We  have  it  and  all  that 
Christians  ne.jd  to  get  them  to  give 
it  is  to  inform  them  and  then  urge 
them.  “Pray  your  troubles  away.” 

I  fear  we  are  weak  in  prayer;  that 
is,  we  are  not  praying  enough.

“THE  BLUNDER  OF  ADULTISM” 

By  H.  H.  Smith 

The  church  must  ever  keep  before 
it  the  importance  of  caring  for  the 
children.  The  strongest  Christian 
characters  are  usually  those  who 
have  been  Christians  from  their  ear¬ 
liest  youth.  And  we  must  not  over¬ 
look  the  fact  that  the  work  of  the 
Holy  Spirit  is  not  confined  to  adults. 
Very  early  in  life  many  young  chil¬ 
dren  are  drawn  to  God  and  experi¬ 
ence  the  saving  grace  of  Christ. 
The  age  at  conversion  of  the  follow¬ 
ing  prominent  preachers  is  signifi¬ 
cant:  Adam  Clarke,  4;  Jonathan 
Edwards,  7;  Dr.  Isaac  Watts,  9; 
Matthew  Henry,  11;  Robert  Hall,  12; 
Francis  Asbury,  13;  and  John  Wes¬ 
ley  was  admitted  to  the  communion 
table  by  his  father,  who  was  a  cler¬ 
gyman,  at  the  age  of  eight.  The 
average  age  at  which  a  distinct 
work  of  grace  seems  to  have  been 
wrought  in  these  children  who  be¬ 
came  eminent  preachers  is  slightly 
less  than  ten.  The  statement  has 
been  made  that  92', i  of  all  persons 
converted  before  the  age  of  fifteen 
hold  out  faithful. 

Those  preachers  and  churches  that 
neglect  the  children  in  their  efforts 
to  reach  the  adults  should  read  the 
lecture  on  “The  Ministry  of  Con¬ 
servation”,  in  Bishop  McDowell’s 
Yale  Lectures  on  Preaching.  He 
says : 

“Our  churches  are  organized  as 
adult  bodies,  with  incidental  refer¬ 
ence  to  children.  ‘The  great  blun¬ 
der  of  our  churches  is  the  blunder 
of  adultism.’  Our  church  services 
and  creedal  statements  are  made  for 
adults,  people  of  maturity.  Our  ser¬ 
mons  are  for  ‘grown-ups,’  with  oc¬ 


casional  ‘little  sermons’  for  children. 
The  average  sermon  to  children, 
preached  by  a  man  who  does  not 
like  to  do  it  and  thinks  he  must, 
may  be  described  in  the  language 
of  the  honest  Scotchwoman’s  verdict 
of  her  own  photograph:  ‘It’s  a  sad 
sight.’  Men  are  afraid  to  get  the 
reputation  of  being  children’s 
preachers.  They  are  even  careful 
not  to  seem  to  be  getting  or  keep¬ 
ing  children  in  large  numbers  in 
their  church.  They  would  rather 
have  their  churches  known  as  the 
church  of  the  automobiles  than  the 
church  of  the  baby  carriages.  They 
will  report  their  accessions  after  a 
revival  or  a  retreat  or  at  the  end 
of  the  year,  adding  with  evident 
pride  the  words,  ‘Mostly  adults.’ 
Adults  are  already  somebody.  They 
belong  in  Nicodemus’s  class.  He 
and  they  have  to  be  born  again, 
made  all  over  from  above  before 
they  could  even  see  the  kingdom  of 
God.  That  is  the  kind  of  somebodies 
they  are.  Of  course  they  may  add 
considerably  to  the  social  standing 
or  financial  strength  of  the  church, 
and  that  is  very  important.  Chil¬ 
dren  enrolled  are  in  a  different  class. 
They  are  not  yet  somebody.  They 
may  be  children  of  prominent  people 
and  worthwhile  on  that  account,  but 
it  will  be  a  long  time  before  they 
add  anything  to  the  strength  or 
standing  of  the  chui  ?h.  Of  course 
that  other  Minister  said,  ‘Of  such 
is  the  kingdom  of  heaven.’  He  did 
not  tell  them  what  he  told  Nicode- 
mus,  the  adult.  And  a  child  does 
add  incalculably  to  the  wealth  and 
social  standing  of  a  church  as  it 
does  to  a  family.” 

Since  these  words  were  spoken  by 
Bishop  McDowell,  a  dozen  years 
ago,  greater  emphasis  has  been 
placed  upon  the  importance  of  the 
religious  training  of  the  young,  but 
his  message  is  still  needed  in  many 
churches.

Let  the  Chris¬ 
tians  of  our  day  therefore  hear  him 
as  he  says:  “Be  anxious  for  noth¬ 
ing,  but  in  everything  by  prayer 
and  supplication  with  thanksgiving 
let  your  requests  be  made  known 
unto  God,  and  the  peace  of  God 
which  passeth  all  understanding 
shall  keep  your  hearts  and  minds 
through  Christ  Jesus.”

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SUNDAY  SCHOOL  LESSON 
April  27,  1930 

Giving  L’p  All  for  the  Kingdom, 

(Matt.  19:1-29) 

Golden  Text — Lay  up  for  your¬ 
selves  treasures  in  heaven,  (Matt. 
6:20). 

(From  Points  for  Emphasis 
by  H.  C.  Moore.) 

1.  The  Peril  of  Riches  is  exhib¬ 
ited  in  the  rich  young  man.  Note: 
(1)  His  eager  inquiry.  He  was  rich, 
exemplary  and  popular.  He  was  a 
religious  trustee  and  teacher.  But 
he  wanted  eternal  life;  he  felt  that 
he  must  do  some  good  thing  to  se¬ 
cure  it;  and  he  realized  that  Jesus 
could  tell  him  what  to  do.  (2)  Hear 
the  Scriptural  answer.  Calling  God 
alone  good,  Jesus  answered  the 
ruler  from  his  own  standpoint,  that 
of  well-doing  in  order  to  salvation. 
But  he  who  keeps  the  command¬ 
ments  must  repent  and  believe  and 
consecrate,  for  works  alone  can 
never  save.  (3)  Mark  the  unsatis¬ 
fied  yearning.  Which  of  the  com¬ 
mandments  must  be  kept?  Jesus 
takes  the  second  table  of  the  Deca¬ 
logue,  the  duties  to  man;  has  the 
enquirer  kept  them  He  declares 
that  in  all  his  life  there  was  not  to 
his  knowledge  a  malicious  breaking 
of  any  of  these  mandates;  he  had 
been  a  careful  observer  of  the  whole 
law.  Still  there  was  something 
lacking.  (4)  Now  comes  the  im¬ 
perative  demand.  He  was  an  honest 
seeker,  near  the  Kingdom.  He  was 
able  to  stand  the  test  of  manward 
duty.  But  he  was  at  fault  as  to 
the  very  first  commandment.  Jesus 
saw  enthroned  in  him  not  God,  but 
Mammon.  Shatter  this  idol  and 
there  would  be  a  perfect  life.  He 
did  not  equivocate  or  hesitate:  “Sell 
— give — have — come — follow!”  Ev¬ 
erything  we  have  must  be  at  the 
disposal  of  our  Lord;  else  we  are 
none  of  his.  (5)  See  the  sorrowful 
departure.  The  blade  of  truth  struck 
into  the  young  man’s  soul,  and  there 
must  have  been  an  inner  wrestling 
of  good  and  bad.  But  finally  the 
love  of  money  triumphed  and  Mam¬ 
mon  was  left  undisturbed  on  his 
throne.  The  young  man  turned, 
sadly  indeed  but  decisively,  from 
his  only  Saviour. 

2.  The  Power  of  God  is  exhibited 
in  the  disciples  of  Jesus.  When  the 
young  man  who  came  so  eagerly  and 
went  so  sorrowfully  was  gone,  Jesus 
spoke  of  (1)  the  hindrance  of  riches. 
The  tendrils  of  earth  wind  about 
the  rich  and  the  strands  of  their  af¬ 
fection  become  so  interwoven  with 
the  world  that  it  is  harder  for  them 

• 

to  enter  the  Kingdom  than  for  a 
camel  to  go  through  a  needle’s  eye. 
“Who  then  can  be  saved?”  shouted 
the  startled  disciples.  They  thought 
that  if  the  rich  are  shut  out,  the 
poor  who  love  the  world  better  than 
God  are  open  to  the  same  fate,  for 
nearly  everybody  wants  to  be  rich. 
In  answer,  Jesus  spoke  of  (2)  the 
power  of  God.  In  his  own  strength 
the  rich  (and  all  who  desire  to  be) 
cannot  overcome  the  obstacles  in  the 
way  of  his  salvation;  these  will  only 
give  way  before  the  loving  grace 


and  sovereign  power  of  God.  Final¬ 
ly,  Jesus  spoke  of  (3)  the  reward 
of  sacrifice.  When  Peter  and  the 
other  disciples  left  all  to  follow  Je¬ 
sus,  their  sacrifice  for  his  sake  and 
the  gospel’s  meant  a  gain  to  them 
of  a  hundredfold  even  in  this  world 
and  age,  despite  persecution,  and 
the  larger  life  in  the  world  to  come. 
And  in  the  day  of  reckoning  many 
who  have  been  first  in  privilege 
which  they  neglected  will  be  last 
and  least  in  their  reward.  And  the 
converse  of  this  statement  is  equal¬ 
ly  true.

SOUTHWEST  MISSISSIPPI 
BAPTIST  PREACHERS’ 

CONFERENCE 

The  Southwest  Mississippi  Bap¬ 
tist  Preachers’  Conference  met  in 
the  parlor  of  the  First  Baptist 
Church  of  McComb,  on  Monday, 
April  14th.  There  were  some  eight¬ 
een  brethren  in  attendance  upon  this 
meeting.  They  came  from  points 
so  far  away  as  Natchez,  Brookha- 
ven,  Tylertown,  and  Natalbany,  Lou¬ 
isiana.  The  meeting  was  in  charge 
of  the  president,  Pastor  Green  of 
Magnolia.  The  morning  session 
consisted  of  reports  from  the  field 
by  the  brethren  in  attendance  and 
hour  given  to  the  discussion  of  the 
place  of  the  Home  Mission  Board 
in  our  denominational  scheme  led  by 
Pastor  W.  A.  Sullivan  of  Natchez. 
The  pastor  had  taken  the  trouble 
to  write  letters  to  leaders  in  our 
denominational  affairs  located  at 
distances  of  more  than  a  thousand 
miles  apart  to  ascertain  what  they 
thought  as  to  the  sphere  of  useful¬ 
ness  of  the  Home  Mission  Board. 
Brother  Sullivan  simply  read  the 
letters  he  had  received  in  reply  to 
his.  The  reading  of  these  letters 
almost  without  comment  had  the 
effect  of  deepening  the  loyalty  of 
all  who  heard  them  to  the  work  of 
the  Home  Mission  Board.  There 
was  some  discussion  of  the  matter 
after  the  pastor  had  resumed  his 
seat. 

The  afternoon  session  was  devoted 
to  addresses  of  a  reminiscent  nature 
by  brethren  Elisha  Gardner  and  J. 
H.  Lane.  Brother  Gardner  spoke  on 
the  subject  “Forty  Years  Labor 
Among  Mine  Own  People”.  At  the 
close  of  his  address  a  motion  was 
carried  that  he  be  requested  to  pre¬ 
pare  an  article  on  the  Country 
Church,  to  be  submitted  for  publi¬ 
cation  in  the  magazine,  “Church 
Administration”,  published  in  Nash¬ 
ville,  Tennessee.  Brother  Lane  in 
his  own  inimitable  way  brought  a 
message  out  of  his  ripe  experience. 
These  two  addresses  were  feasts  of 
the  soul  to  those  who  heard  them. 
No  men  in  all  our  territory  are 
loved  by  a  broaded  circle  of  friends 
and  with  a  deeper  affection  than 
brethren  Gardner  and  Lane. 

Reports  from  those  in  attendance 
showed  that  there  had  been  eighty- 
four  professions  of  faith  and  thirty- 
two  people  otherwise  uniting  with 
the  churches  as  result  of  their  la¬ 
bors.  Thus  one  hundred  and  sixteen 
members  have  been  added  to  the 


churches  of  the  Lord  by  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  this  conference  reporting 
during  the  past  month.

Today 
I  received  a  letter  from  him  and  he 
said  that  he  loved  me  and  if  I  would 
give  him  another  chance  his  aim 
in  life  would  be  to  make  me  happy. 
He  said  that  he  hated  himself  and 
that  he  was  a  fool.  Three  different 
times  he  said  that  he  loved  me. 

Now  I  am  happy  and  anxiously 
awaiting  the  day  when  we  will  be 
together  again. 

This  is  not  the  first  time  that  I 
have  had  direct  answers  to  my 
prayers.  You  may  tell  your  mem¬ 
bers  at  the  Noonday  Prayer  Meet¬ 
ing  about  this,  but  I  hope  you  w’ill 
withhold  my  name.  May  God  bless 
all  of  you.  I  pray  for  you  all  every 
day.” 

We  are  greatly  encouraged  that 
many  divorces  have  been  broken  up 
or  hindered  by  the  prayers  of  the 
Noon  Meeting,  and  I  am  thoroughly 
convinced  that  if  the  question  of 
marriage  and  divorce  were  taken 
more  frequently  to  the  prayer  meet¬ 
ing,  they  would  not  appear  so  often 
in  the  courts.

With  becoming  modesty  this 
writer  will  allow  himself  to  say 
that,  after  working  a  year  on  a 
Spanish  Commentary  on  the  Gospel 
of  Luke,  he  is  today  on  the  last 
pages  of  the  manuscript.  The  book 
is  to  b?  published  by  our  Spanish 
Publishing  House  in  El  Paso.  It 
will  contain  250  to  300  pages  and 
is  extensively  illustrated.  It  is  de¬ 
signed  for  Spanish  speaking  readers 
among  the  various  evangelical  de¬ 
nominations  all  over  the  world.

My  dear  Mrs.  Lipsey: 

Mr.  N.  T.  Tull,  Business  Manager 
of  the  Baptist  Bible  Institute,  sent 
me  your  leter  asking  information 
respecting  Alvin  Pennington,  the  lit¬ 
tle  crippled,  blind  boy  who  spent  so 
long  a  time  in  this  Hospital.  This 
boy  is  now  in  the  Seventh  Street 
Protestant  Home,  New  Orleans,  but 
we  have  arranged  to  send  him  to 
the  State  School  for  the  Blind  at 
Baton  Rouge  in  the  fall.  The  little 
fellow  now  walks  very  well  and  has 
had  partial  vision  restored. 

We  appreciate  the  fact  that  the 
children  of  your  class  wish  to  do 
something  for  Alvin  and  we  will  be 
glad  for  you  to  do  anything  you 
can.  If  you  will  allow  me  to  make 
a  suggestion,  however,  it  is  this: 
I  do  not  believe  that  Alvin  needs 
anything  just  now.  So  many  folk 
in  different  parts  of  the  South  have 
sent  us  things  for  him  that  to  give 
him  more  just  now  would  be  merely 
to  surfeit  him  unduly.  If  it  meets 
with  your  approval,  let  your  chil¬ 
dren  send  the  Hospital  for  such 
cases  as  Alvin  the  things  you  have 
to  give.  We  always  have  these 
desolate  little  ones  with  us,  ranging 
from  a  few  days  to  ten  years  of 
age.  While  a  story  is  told  of  an 
individual  case  the  contributions 
sent  direct  to  the  Hospital  will  have 
proper  distribution  as  for  instance: 

Last  Christmas  Eve  a  woman 
came  to  take  her  husband  home 


from  the  Hospital  after  a  stay  here 
of  two  months.  The  trip  to  Mon¬ 
roe  would  occupy  the  entire  night 
cf  Christmas  Eve  and  they  would 
arrive  at  home  about  six  o’clock  in 
the  morning  of  Christmas  Day.  In 
a  conversation  with  the  wife  I 
chanced  to  remark  they  would  be 
home  in  time  to  see  the  children 
enjoy  Santa  Claus.  The  woman’s 
eyes  filled  with  tears  as  she  re¬ 
marked  there  would  be  no  Santa 
Claus,  as  this  Hospital  experience 
made  it  impossible.  Fortunately,  a 
day  or  so  before,  we  had  received  a 
largs  box  of  toys,  atory  books  and 
other  things  from  a  Sunday  School 
Class  in  Wichita  Falls,  Texas,  and 
after  eliciting  from  her  the  respect¬ 
ive.  ages  of  the  children  we  were 
able  to  make  na  a  substantial  box 
to  send  each  oAie  four  little  ones 
appropriate  gifw  from  this  class. 
We  believe  this  carries  out  the  spir¬ 
it  of  the  givers.  If  the  box  had  been 
sent  to  one  in  particular  probably 
he  would  have  been  surfeited  with 
things  he  did  not  need  and  others 
that  needed  them  a  great  deal  more 
would  have  been  left  out. 

Please  pardon  this  long  letter,  but 
I  feel  you  will  appreciate  the  sug¬ 
gestion.

“A  LITTLE  MORE” 

Eagerness  for  more  wealth  of  the 
world  is  characteristic  of  American 
life.  Many  years  ago,  when  Jay 
Gould  was  considered  a  rich  man, 

I  read,  or  heard,  that  he  was  asked, 
“How  much  would  satisfy  the  cov¬ 
etous,  avaricious  nature  of  man?” 
His  answer  was,  “Just  a  little 
more.” 

It  seems  to  be  in  Anglo-Saxon- 
blocd;  intensified  in  our  country  by 
the  necessities  of  material  civiliza¬ 
tion,  stimulated  by  foreign  immi¬ 
gration;  fostered  by  abolition  of 
caste  distinction,  and  substitution  of 
a  new  standard  of  success  for  the. 
old  ideal  of  personal  and  family  hon¬ 
or  and  moral  decorum. 

Political  corruption  is  one  of  the 
forms  which  this  vice  has  taken, 
but  turning  out  a  political  boss  or 
corrupt  leader,  here  and  there,  or 
futile  attempt  at  legislative  reforma¬ 
tion  will  not  redeem  a  community, 
a  state  or  a  nation.  To  accomplish 
this,  more  thorough,  and  effective 
remedies  must  be  applied  than  mer.' 
political  victory,  legal  statute,  or 
cede  of  laws. 

We  must  change  our  conception 
of  the  ideal  of  human  life. 

Cease  prizing  a  college  diploma 
simply  to  better  qualify  for  the  ac¬ 
cumulation  of  earthly  riches,  as  if 
the  primary  purpose  of  a  collegiate 
education  is  to  make  money,  rather 
than  to  make  men.  Quit  consider¬ 
ing  men  as  “failures”  because  they 
do  not  “heap  together”  millions  in 


gold,  or  its  equivalent;  or  because 
they  “lose  their  fortunes"  of  filthy 
lucre,  though  they  maintain  their 
integrity  and  high  sense  of  honor. 
And  quit  esteeming  as  “successful” 
those  who  “sell  their  birthright  for 
a  mess  of  potage",  and  barter  th:ir 
honor  and  their  moral  character  by 
using  deceptive,  degrading,  disrep¬ 
utable  methods  and  means  that  they 
may  herde  worldly  wealth. 

There  is  much  that  is  worth  more 
than  all  the  paltry  dollars  of  the 
world.  “A  good  name  is  rather  to 
be  chosen  than  great  riches.”  Prov. 
22-1.  “Blessed  are  they  who  hun¬ 
ger  and  thirst  after  righteousness.” 
Mat.  5-6.  A  consciousness  of  truth¬ 
ful,  equitable,  honorable  dealing 
with  our  -fellows;  of  “doing  unto 
others  as  we  would  have  others  do 
unto  us";  a  “good  conscience", 
taught  and  trained  by  the  Bible,  the 
Word  of  God;  a  conscience  “void  of 
offence  toward  God  and  men  ”,  is 
wt  rth  infinitely  more  than  a  guar¬ 
anteed  title  to  all  the  earth,  fenced 
and  white-washed,  without  such 
sense  of  intentional  right-doing. 

“Lay  not  up  for  yourselves  treas¬ 
ures  upon  earth,  where  moths  and 
rust  doth  corrupt  and  where  thieves 
break  through  and  steal;  but  lay  up 
for  yourselves  treasures  in  heaven, 
where  neither  moth  nor  rust  doth 
corrupt  and  where  thieves  do  not 
break  through  and  steal;  for  where 
your  treasure  is,  there  will  your 
heart  be  also."

7.  Give  name  of  clerk  of  session 
or  some  prominent  member  in 
each  church  served. 

8.  Where  was  he  educated  ?  Is  he 
a  D.D.? 

9.  Is  he  orthodox? 

10.  Has  he  any  oratorical  ability? 

11.  Does  he  speak  fluently  or  does 
he  hesitate?  Has  he  any  im¬ 
pediment  in  his  speech? 

12.  Does  he  read  his  sermons  or 
confine  himself  closely  to  his 
manuscript  ? 

13.  Is  he  a  deep,  doctrinal,  logical 
preacher  and  teacher,  or  of  the 
shallow,  popular  type? 

14.  What  is  his  height,  weight, 
build?  Portly  or  slender?

CHRISTIANITY  IN  JAPAN 
E.  N.  Walne

“The  Japan  Advertiser  (the  best- 
known  secular  daily  published  in  the 
Far  East)  on  May  16,  1929,  had  an 
editorial  'Has  Christianity  Failed  in 
Japan?’  Noting  the  comparatively 
small  number  of  church  members 
the  writer  asserts  ‘The  truth  is 
that  the  question  is  essentially  mor¬ 
al  and  only  incidentally  numerical. 
•  . .  The  influence  of  Christian  teach¬ 


ing  in  Japan  cannot  be  measured, 
but  no  one  can  live  in  the  country 
without  becoming  conscious  of  it. 
It  is  doing  more  than  anything  else 
to  raise  the  status  of  women  from 
an  Oriental  to  a  modern  level.  It 
has  put  new  life  into  the  religious 
consciousness  of  the  nation,  and  has 
taught  the  Japanese  people  the  dig¬ 
nity  of  service  for  the  weak.  In¬ 
numerable  Japanese  people  who 
never  embraced  the  Christian  faith 
have  absorbed  its  influence.  The 
Japanese  Christians  are  the  salt  of 
the  nation.  .  .  .  The  Japanese  have 
quickly  learned  the  lesson  of  the 
West’s  material  power;  it  is  all  the 
more  necessary  that  they  should  be¬ 
come  acquainted  with  the  moral 
sources  from  which  everything 
worth  having  in  Western  civilization 
springs. 

“Their  (the  missionaries)  great 
feat  has  not  been  the  conversion  of  a 
certain  number  of  Japanese  but  the 
foundation  of  a  vigorous  native 
church  ...  It  is  the  test  of  Christian¬ 
ity  that  it  can  adapt  itself  to  all 
civilizations  and  improve  all,  and  the 
future  lies  with  the  native  church 
in  Japan.  That  church  is  the  child 
of  the  West’s  half-century  of  mis¬ 
sionary  effort — and  who  measures  a 
child’s  worth  by  his  size?” 

“Verily  the  wind  bloweth  where  it 
listeth  and  thou  canst  not  tell 
whence  it  cometh  or  whither  it  go- 
eth.”  Yea,  verily,  and,  to  change 
the  figure,  who  has  ever  charted  the 
progress  of  the  leaven  as  it  works 
in  the  dough,  or  who  has  observed 
the  hidden  processes  in  the  growth 
of  a  seed?  Christianity  is  at  work 
in  Japan.  Bishop  Baker,  newly  ap¬ 
pointed  Methodist  bishop  to  the  dio¬ 
cese  of  Japan  and  Korea,  after  sev¬ 
eral  months  of  thoughtful  survey  is 
quoted  as  saying,  “My  sober  and 
considered  judgment  is  that  nowhere 
in  all  the  world  is  there  a  more  im¬ 
portant  and  far-reaching  work  than 
the  Christian  enterprise  in  Japan.” 

The  unprecendentedly  large  gath¬ 
ering  of  Japanese  Christians  who 
filled  the  new  public  auditorium 
(seating  capacity,  4,000)  in  Tokyo 
on  the  evening  of  the  6th  of  Novem¬ 
ber,  testified,  both  in  numbers  and 
in  spirit,  to  the  efficacy  of  seventy 
years  of  Protestant  evangelism,  the 
glad  anniversary  of  whose  birth 
they  were  bidden  to  celebrate.”

THE  FINE  ART  OK 
MOTHERHOOD 


The  Fine  Art  of  Motherhood,  by 
Ella  Broadus  Robertson,  is  pub¬ 
lished  by  the  Fleming  H.  Revell  Co. 

The  author  is  herself  a  successful 
mother,  and  tells  us  many  things 
that  only  a  mother  can.  Beginning 
with  the  starting  of  the  home,  she 
has  one  chapter  on  Types  of  Wives, 
and  gathers  from  literature  and  his¬ 
tory,  as  well  as  her  own  quick  ob¬ 
servation,  examples  of  a  few  kinds, 
four  of  wife,  to  three  of  which  we 
should  not  wish  to  belong,  but  may 
find  that  our  characteristics  qualify 
us  for  unwilling  membership  in  one 
or  the  other  of  them.  In  another 
chapter,  many  Types  of  Mothers  are 
described,  with  familiar  faces  and 
things.  Menaces  to  Childhood  are 
freely  discussed  in  following  chap¬ 
ters,  with  frankness  and  wisdom, 
and  the  closing  chapter  has  for  its 
subject,  “The  Whole  Duty  of  Chil¬ 
dren”,  which  Mrs.  Robertson  thinks 
to  be  expressed  in  two  words,  obedi¬ 
ence  and  truthfulness.  The  whole 
book  is  full  of  matters  that  com¬ 
mend  themselves  to  us  as  perfectly 
natural  and  familiar  to  us,  yet  en¬ 
tirely  beyond  any  power  of  ours  in 
charm  and  attractiveness  of  expres¬ 
sion.  It  is  illustrated*  by  a  never- 
failing  wealth  of  illustration,  fresh, 
drawn  from  life,  and  teaching  exact¬ 
ly  what  the  author  intends  it  should 
teach — which  is  not  always  the  case 
with  illustration,  so-called.  The 
reader  will  find  this  a  very  interest¬ 
ing  and  instructive  book.

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REMINISCENCES  OF  RICHMOND 
COLLEGE 

Professor  Patrick  Henry  Eager 

(This  chapter  in  the  beloved  and 
venerable  Dr.  John  Eager’s  series  of 
recollections  is  furnished  by  his 
brother,  whom  many  old  Richmond 
College  “boys”  of  the  “seventies" 
will  remember.  The  editor  of  the 
Religious  Herald,  speaking  for  him¬ 
self  and  the  other  survivors,  wel¬ 
comes  Professor  Patrick  Henry  Ea¬ 
ger  to  the  columns  of  the  paper  and 
would  be  delighted  to  see  him  at 
the  next  commencement  of  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Richmond.) 

II. 

I  was  brought  up  to  regard  educa¬ 
tion  as  next  in  importance  to  sal¬ 
vation. 

I  W’as  nine  years  old  at  the  be¬ 
ginning  of  the  Civil  War  and  four¬ 
teen  years  old  at  its  close.  So  my 
boyhood  was  spent  amid  the  ruins 
of  the  war,  where  there  were  no 
school  advantages,  before  the  South 
had  any  public  school  system  estab¬ 
lished. 

The  first  Mississippi  State  super¬ 
intendent  of  education  was  a  negro, 
made  possible  by  the  fact  that  we 
were  then  living  in  what  we  called 
our  “Scallawag  days”.  Our  next 
superintendent  of  education  was  a 
drunken  Confederate  general.  So 
my  early  education  was  picked  up 
at  home  by  the  open  fire  or  tallow 
candle  light.  But  my  father  and 
mother  were  highly  educated  in  the 
best  schools  and  colleges  of  New 
England  and  New  York,  and  they 
imparted  to  their  nine  children  the 
spirit  of  education.  They  and  all 
ither  Southerners  had  lost  their 
slav  s  and  all  they  had.  So  at  six¬ 
teen  years  of  age  I  made  a  personal 
cotton  crop  as  my  only  hope  of  go¬ 
ing  to  college.  I  cleared  $1,200  with 
which,  and  with  slight  help  from 
two  older  brothers,  I. went  to  Mis¬ 
sissippi  College  a  year  and  a  half 
and  I  went  to  Richmond  College  two 
years,  1872  to  1874,  graduating  in 
Richmond  College  in  1874. 

What  carried  me  to  Richmond 
College  was  the  fact  that  in  the 
summer  of  1872  I  had  a  long  and 
critical  spell  of  slow  fever  and  was 
in  bed  for  nearly  a  month  after  Mis¬ 
sissippi  College  opened.  I  had  heard 
of  Richmond  College  as  one  of  the 
best  in  Virginia,  and  it  did  not  open 
until  October.  So  I  went  there,  still 
very  weak  and  thin  from  my  long 
and  severe  illness. 

I  reached  Richmond  the  first  of 
October  and  already  felt  better  for 
the  change  of  climate.  The  college 
was  then  on  Franklin  Street,  in  the 
city. 

I  enrolled,  and  met  faculty  and 
students,  and  was  most  favorably 
impressed  with  everything.  I  w’as 
especially  impressed  with  Dr.  H.  H. 
Harris,  of  the  chair  of  Greek,  Pro¬ 
fessor  Harrison,  of  the  chair  of  Lat¬ 
in,  Dr.  J.  L.  M.  Curry,  of  the  chair 
of  English,  and  Professor  Massie, 
of  the  chair  of  Modern  Languages, 
and  I  took  all  of  these  courses.  The 
jolly  Professor  Puryear  was  chair¬ 
man  of  the  faculty.  Dr.  Harris  im¬ 
pressed  me  as  one  of  the  most  schol¬ 
arly  of  the  faculty  and  the  most 
spiritually  minded. 

I  carried  my  church  letter  and 
joined  at  once  the  First  Baptist 
church,  Dr.  J.  L.  Burrows,  Sr.,  pas¬ 
tor.  The  first  Sunday  I  heard  here 


the  great  pipe  organ  for  the  first 
time  and  had  never  realized  that 
there  was  such  music  outside  ot 
heaven.  (How  well  I  remember  his 
enthusiastic  letters  about  this  and 
other  matters  at  that  time. — J.  H. 
E.) 

1  was  very  fond  of  music  and  for 
two  years  feasted  on  it  at  the  First 
and  Second  Baptist  churches,  and 
in  the  afternoon  at  the  Monumental 
Episcopal  church,  where  the  famous 
Leo  Wheat  was  organist. 

I  feasted  and  fed  on  the  sermons 
of  Dr.  Burrows,  Dr.  Bitting,  of  the 
Second,  and  Dr.  Wilson,  of  Grace 
Baptist  church,  and  the  great  Dr. 
Hoge,  of  the  Second  Presbyterian 
church.  All  these  influences  went 
into  the  establishment  of  my  char¬ 
acter  and  these  two  years  were 
among  the  busiest  and  best  of  my 
life.  I  remained  in  Virginia  two 
years  without  returning  home. 

I  joined  the  Mu  Sigma  Rho  De¬ 
bating  Society  and  was  their  anni- 
versarian,  also  the  Phi  Kappa  Sigma 
Fraternity.  I  gave  myself  up  ab¬ 
solutely  to  study,  and  took  no  part 
in  athletics,  which  at  that  time  were 
most  decidedly  a  side  line,  and  not 
the  chief  interest  of  colleges  and 
schools  as  now.  The  coveted  honors 
were  literary. 

My  exercise  was  walking,  and  a 
bit  of  town  ball.  My  college  chum, 
C.  E.  Nicol,  and  I  usually  walked 
together  three  or  four  miles  a  day. 
Nicol  was  of  the  Abraham  Lincoln 
type  physically  and  of  the  Thomas 
Jefferson  type  intellectually,  and  be¬ 
came  an  eminent  lawyer,  living  in  a 
mansion  at  Manassas,  and  practic¬ 
ing  in  the  courts  of  Washington. 
Insofar  as  I  know,  he  is  still  living, 
and  is  about  my  age,  seventy-nine. 
(Judge  Nicol  died  several  years 
ago.) 

Dr.  —  —  —  (?),  of  the  First 
Baptist  church,  and  Judge  Christian, 
of  the  Supreme  bench,  of  the  Second 
Baptist  church,  were  my  Bible  class 
teachers,  and  did  much  toward  es¬ 
tablishing  my  Christian  character. 

On  leaving  college  I  dedicated  my 
life  to  educational  work,  mostly  in 
Christian  colleges.  I  had  convic¬ 
tions  to  preach,  but  as  my  father 
and  two  older  brothers  were  preach¬ 
ers,  I  feared  that  that  fact  might 
have  turned  me  toward  the  minis¬ 
try.  Furthermore,  I  had  such  an 
exalted  idea  of  the  God-called  min¬ 
ister  that  I  decided  on  the  next 
highest  calling,  Christian  education. 
I  spent  forty  years,  chiefly  in  the 
faculties  cf  Mississippi  College,  the 
State  University  and  Baylor  College, 
of  Texas,  of  which  I  was  president. 
1  was  also  acting  president  of  Mis¬ 
sissippi  College.  Richmond  College 
and  Richmond  did  much  in  prepar¬ 
ing  and  qualifying  me  to  fill  these 
positions. 

Richmond  College  has  now  devel¬ 
oped  into  the  University  of  Rich¬ 
mond,  with  greatly  enlarged  equip¬ 
ment  and  attendance,  and  large  and 
beautiful  grounds  and  buildings.  Dr. 
Boatwright’s  presidency  has  been  a 
decided  success,  and  still  other  ad¬ 
ditions  and  improvements  are  under 
consideration  and  will  quite  surely 
be  realized.  It  would  be  a  crowning 
joy  of  my  life  to  visit  and  see  the 
young  growing  University  and  com¬ 
pare  it  with  what  it  was  forty-eight 
years  ago. 

I  have  appreciated  the  many  invi¬ 


tations  of  Dr.  Boatwright  and  my 
Fraternity  to  commencements  and 
banquets  through  these  years, 
though  I  have  not  been  in  position 
to  accept  them.  Possibly  this  op¬ 
portunity  may  yet  come. 

I  am  now  a  retired  college  man  in 
my  seventy-ninth  year,  living  in  my 
own  home  in  Clinton,  Miss.,  but  I 
can  never  forget  Richmond  College 
and  Richmond. — Religious  Herald.

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CHRISTIANITY.  NOT  HELIGION 

In  the  Christian  Herald,  of  Feb. 
15th,  1930,  on  page  10,  under  the 
heading:  “On  the  Ere  of  a  Revival." 

the  editor  said,  in  part:  “Professing 
Christians,  in  these  very  modern, 
very  liberal  times,  have  tried  all 
manner  of  things  as  a  substitute  for 
religion — and  found  them  wanting. 
And  now,  disillusioned  with  substi¬ 
tutes  and  weary  of  cynicism,  they 
are  saying  to  the  church:  ‘Sirs,  we 
would  see  Jesus’.” 

There  seems  to  be  a  strong  senti¬ 
ment  everywhere  in  favor  of  the 
churches  placing  the  emphasis  on 
evangelism.  I  am  glad  to  see  it.  It 
is  a  good  sign.  But  there  seems  also 
to  be  a  very  varied  conception  of 
what  evangelism  really  is.  I  rath¬ 
er  think  it  would  have  been  better 
for  the  editor  to  have  said  that  pro¬ 
fessing  Christians,  in  these  very 
modern  times,  have  tried  all  kinds 
of  religion  as  a  substitute  for  Chris¬ 
tianity,  and  found  them  wanting. 

Now,  this  is  what  I  mean:  Chris¬ 
tianity  is  always  religion;  but  re¬ 
ligion  is  not  always  Christianity. 
Religion  is  worship,  but  Christiani¬ 
ty  is  true  worship  with  the  right 
conception  of  God,  by  seeking  Him 
only  through  the  Virgin-born  Son 
of  God,  by  w'hom  and  for  whom  all 
things  were  created.  And,  not  only 
so,  but  it  is  seeking  God  by  and 
through  the  merits  and  blood  of  the 
Virgin-born  Saviour,  by  grace 
through  faith  alone. 

Now,  there  are  hundreds  of  var¬ 
ious  substitutes  for  Christianity,  by 
so  many  various  creeds  and  cults. 


But  I  want  to  notice  only  one,  which 
is  the  greatest  enemy  of  true  Chris¬ 
tianity.  It  is  not  a  creed  or  cult 
that  I  mention,  but  a  system  of  doc¬ 
trine  which  is  false  to  the  core. 
Briefly,  it  is  this:  “The  Fatherhood 
of  God.”  The  system  of  doctrine 
sets  forth  God  as  the  Father  of  the 
whole  human  race;  and  holds  that 
all  men  have  a  spark  of  divinity 
about  them,  which  may  be  fanned 
into  a  flame  of  close  relationship 
with  God;  based  on  character;  fol¬ 
lowing  the  example  of  “the  man  of 
Galilee”  for  a  model.  A^  the  outset, 
such  an  assumption  denies  total  hu¬ 
man  depravity,  and  ignores  the  heart 
of  true  Christianity,  which  holds  that 
“'God  is  only  the  Father  of  those  who 
by  a  vital  Christian  experience  have 
been  born  of  the  Spirit  into  the  fam¬ 
ily  of  God.  The  New  Testament 
makes  it  plain  that:  “ye  are  all  the 
children  of  God  by  faith  in  Christ 
Jesus.”  The  greatest  trouble  with 
our  twentieth  century  religion  is  the 
same  lack  of  knowledge  which  had 
the  spiritual  eyes  of  Israel  blinded, 
which  grieved  the  apostle  Paul  into 
writing  these  words:  “Brethren, 

my  heart’s  desire  and  prayer  to  God 
for  Israel  is  that  they  might  be  sav¬ 
ed.  For  I  bear  them  record  that 
they  have  a  zeal  of  God,  but  not 
according  to  knowledge.  “For  they 
being  ignorant  of  God’s  righteous¬ 
ness  and  going  about  to  establish 
their  own  righteousness,  have  not 
submitted  themselves  unto  the 
righteousness  of  God.  “For  Christ 
is  the  end  of  the  law  for  righteous- 
reas  to  everyone  that  believeth.”

TUBERCULOSIS 
Felix  J.  Underwood,  M.D.,  State 
Health  Officer 

Tuberculosis  does  not  come  from  a 
cold,  or  overwork,  or  exposure,  but 
it  is  a  communicable  disease,  and  is 
caught  from  some  person  or  animal 
that  has  it.  A  person  who  has  the 
disease  gives  off  the  germs  with  the 
sputum;  and  the  prevention  of  the 
disease  consists  of  taking  care  of 
the  sputum  of  the  cases.  The  pa¬ 
tient  must  expectorate  into  a  cup, 
and  the  sputum  must  be  burned. 
People  everywhere  should  avoid  spit¬ 
ting  on  floors  of  public  places  or  in 
any  place  where  the  germs  may  es¬ 
cape. 

•  The  tubercular  patient  must  avoid 
kissing  or  being  kissed  by  others. 
His  dishes,  knives,  forks,  spoons, 
napkins,  and  other  eating  utensils, 
and  his  towels  are  to  be  sterilized 
by  boiling  water  or  chemical  ster¬ 
ilization.  If  the  hundreds  of  patients 
in  their  homes  all  over  Mississippi 
would  do  these  things  religiously, 
they  would  not  give  the  disease  to 
other  persons. 

This  is  educational  work  that  the 
State  Board  of  health  and  the  Su¬ 
perintendent  of  the  Sanatorium  are 
very  anxious  to  do  in  every  home  in 
the  state.  People  everywhere  in  all 
strata  of  society  must  be  brought 
to  a  working  knowledge  and  appre¬ 
ciation  of  these  factors  in  the  con¬ 
trol  of  tuberculosis.  There  are  many 
open  hot  cases  among  school  teach¬ 
ers,  pupils,  employees  in  public  serv¬ 
ice  places  and  public  and  private  in¬ 
stitutions  in  the  state.  No  wonder 
we  have  so  many  new  cases  being 
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reported  all  of  the  time. 

On  page  six,  sections  three  and 
four  of  the  rules  and  regulations  of 
the  State  Board  of  Health  govern¬ 
ing  communicable  diseases,  we  find 
the  following: 

“3.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any 
school  superintendent,  principal, 
school  trustee,  or  the  superint.nd- 
ent  of  any  other  public  or  private 
institution,  or  the  trustees  of  any 
other  public  or  private  institution, 
to  employ  and  keep  employed  in  or 
about  such  school  or  institution,  any 
teacher,  janitor,  or  other  person 
when  such  teacher,  janitor,  or  other 
person  is  suffering  from  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  cr  other  contagious  or 
infectious  disease. 

“4.  When  an  authorized  health 
officer  has  reason  to  suspect  that  a 
student,  teacher,  or  any  person  oth¬ 
erwise  employed  in  or  about  a  school 
or  institution  is  dangerous  to  in¬ 
mates  of  said  school  or  institution 
because  of  having  tuberculosis  or 
any  other  contagious  or  infectious 
disease,  said  health  officer  shall  de¬ 
mand  of  said  suspected  persons  a 
certificate  of  health  from  a  physi¬ 
cian  of  competency  and  acceptable 
to  said  health  officer.  Should  such 
a  student,  teacher  or  employee  re¬ 
fuse  to  submit  to  an  examination  or 
to  furnish  such  a  certificate,  the 
trustees  or  person  in  authority  shall 
dismiss  such  suspected  student, 
teacher,  or  employee  forthwith.” 

Health  education  and  impartial, 
fearless  enforcement  of  the  law  for 
the  protection  of  the  uninfected  por¬ 
tion  of  our  population  will  spell  the 
doom  of  tuberculosis  within  a  rea¬ 
sonable  time.

THE  PRESIDENT 


THE  WHITE  HOUSE,  WASHINGTON,  D.  C., 

September  7,  1929. 

The  nature  of  the  work  of  the  ministers  of  our  churches  precludes 
the  thought  and  usually  the  possibility  that  they  should  themselves  pro¬ 
vide  for  their  old  age.  The  provision  of  some  form  of  retirement  pension 
is  a  duty  owed  to  them  by  the  congregations  and  public  they  have  un¬ 
selfishly  served.  Experience  and  actuarial  knowledge  are  needed  to  avoid 
practical  financial  difficulties,  but  where  these  have  been  utilized,  the  pen¬ 
sioning  of  ministers  should  be  generously  supported.
